Pittsburgh Property Damaged 
Fully a Quarter of a 
Million Dollars. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PREGS--P.M.} 
PITTSBURGH (Pa.) June 22.—The 
vicinity of Pittsburgh was visited to- 
day by one of the fercest storms 
known since the United States Weather 
Bureau has been established. Within 
forty-eight minutes 1.19 inches of rain 
fell, and during that time the light- 
ning and thunder was almost contin- 
vous. The wind was not high except 
in a contracted path a few hundred 
feet wide, whith swept like a tornado 
through Allegheny, a portion of the 
east end of Pittsburgh, and on to Wil- 
merding and Turtle Creek. 

Three lives were lost during the 
storm. Charles Marcus, an Italian, 
was working in a sewer at Center 
and Euclid avenues. When the rain 
came the sewer was a raging torrent 
in moment, and Marcus was torn 
away from his fellow-wéerkmen, and 
probably carried through to the river. 

JAMES-~HOWARD, aged 16, was 
struck by a live wire at Duquesne and 
inst ntly killed. 

JAMES DUNN, aged 17, while saving 
the life of his brother, aged 7 years, 
who had fallen into the creek at Brad- 
dock, was carried away by the waters 
and drowned. 

Great damage was done in the two 
cities, apd the suburbs. Conservative 
estimates place the loss at $200,000. 
tornado at Allegheny struck the grand 
stand of the ball park, and .carried 
away bodily 150 feet of that structure 
and moved from its foundation the en- 
tire stand Two of the beams of the 
grand stand plowed through the roof 
of a house on Robinson street, going 
from the garret to the first floor, car- 
rying away a rtion of the bed on 
which James Williamson was sleeping. 
It is a miracie that no lives were lost 
in Allegheny. 

In Pittsburgh, Fifth avenue and 
Forbes street, in the Soho district, were 
completely blocked with great masses 


of dirt and stones washed from the | 


hill, and all street-car service to and 
from the east end was suspended for 
about two hours. The Point Breeze 
Church was strucq by 
lightning. and the _ steeple, together 
with a portion of the roof of the edifice 
was w ed. 

At East Pittsburgh, Turtle Creek 
was higher than ever known before, 
but the Inhabitants ealong its bank 
were warned by a Bessemer engine 
going over the route whistling and 
ringing its bell, letting the people know 
of the danger. The entire business 
portion of the town of Turtle Creek Is 
under water tonight. The creek on its 
rampage flooded the great works of 
the Westinghouse Electric and Manu 
facturing Company at East Pitts 
burch. The Westinghouse officials ex- 
pect to have the works running as 
usual within a few days.

end the gambling-house proprietor. 
They seek to evade jury duty and tax- 
ation. In the moral scale, where is 
the difference. There may be degrees 
of wrongdoing, but still, whip it about 
as you will, wrongs are wrongs. 


Andrew Carnegie, now engaged in 
the difficult task of not dying rich. has 
Riven about $2,000,000 to the Cooper In- 
etitute. It is his desire to add such im- 

vements as will materially increase 
the usefulness of this grand institution. 
Some of this money wil! be expended 
in inereasing the space at the disposal 
of the trustees, so that the collections 
donated by Pierpont Morgan will have 
room. Mr. Morgan's gift consisted ot 
the textile collections of Bodia. of Bar- 
celona, of Rives, of Madrid and Baron 
of Paris, which are now in process of 
rhipment. These fabrics date back to 
the middie ages, and wi! prove of great 
value to American workmen.

The Astors have always been shrewd 
in real estate matters. The policy of 
the managers of these great landown- 
ers has been the same for a century.

The death of Edward Moran, the ma- 
rine artist, summons a thought to the 
mind. When a great man of affairs 
passes away, the world for a moment 
rubs its eyes and wonders who will 
take his place. The geniuses of. our 
own times, like John Rockefeller, Pier- 
pont Morgan, Andrew Carnegie, James 
Stillman, fill our minds, excite our 
imaginations, and make us wonder how 
the gaps their deaths would cause 
would be filled. A second thought re- 
views the past. Before us pass Jay 
Gould, Moses Grinnell, Henry B. Hyde, 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Huntington and 


others. Wher are the gaps they left? 
(‘losed. Great, indeed, in finance 
and affairs, are Rockefeller, Morgan, 


Carnegie and Stillman: but when they 
pases over the river of life the waters 
they parted in their passage close 
after them and scarce leave a trace. 
New men come to the front. But it 
is not so in art or letters. Gaps were 
made by the deaths of Tennyson, 
Longfellow, Emerson, Thackeray, 
Dickens, Irving and Scott. Gaps that 
have not been and will not be closed. 
When the creative brain creates no more 
the world suffers. No man can step in 
and fill the gap. And so it is with 
Moran. He created a distinctive place 
for himself in the world of art, and 
stood beside Inness and Bryant in the 
school of art. Although best known 
as a marine painter, he painted land- 
scapes, figure and cattle pieces. There 
are few private collections of note in 
America that do not contain examples 
of his work 

But Moran was more than a lover 
of nature, more than an artist in sym- 
pathy with the beauties of God's cre- 
ated things: he was a lover of his 
country. In some of his most impor- 
tant works he painted in his patriotic 
spirit. During a period of twenty years 
he executed thirteen paintings repre- 
senting thirteen important epochs in 
the marine history of the United States. 
They are: 

“The Ocean, the Highway of All Na- 


tions. 

“Landing of Eric the Red in the New 
World in 1001.” 

“Santa Maria, Nina and Pinta.” 

“Debarkation of Columbus.” 

“Midnight mass on the Mississippi 
over the body of Ferdinand de Soto.”

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


PRESIDENT’S DECLINATION OF A 
THIRD TERM STARTING BOOMS. 


Ny M. r. MANNING. 

CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, June 19.—President 
McKinley's announcement that he does 
not want a third term has cleared the 
great national political track for 1904. 
The President's declaration was not a 
surprise to those that know him closely, 
but it was a surprise to those that do 
not, to the agents and representatives 
of great corporate interests that have 
only one object in view, the amassing 
of millions. In William McKinley, or 
rather in the policies that he stands 
for, they have found and they recog- 
nize an ideal Chief Magistrate. The 
great lines of administration that he 
has laid down cannot be departed from 
without detriment to the republic. He 
stands for protection to American in- 
dustry. Protection we must have, the 
just protection that will enrich not 
the few but the many. He stands for 
expansion, not the expansion of ag- 
gression and conquest, but the honest, | 
honorable, natural expansion which 
Jefferson was the first to inaugurate, 
and which was the splendid policy of 
the Democratic party when it was at 
its best, when it was Democratic in 
fact as well as in name, and not a mere 
annex to socialism. It is natural that 
the business interests, as they are 
termed, should desire to see these and 
other patriotic policies fortified at ev. 
ery point. The reé@lection of President 
MéKinley would make that certain: 
but, like Washington and Jefferson, the 
President believes that he is not the 
indispensable man, and that the fu- 
ture can take care of itself. In follow. 
ing the precedents set by his illustri- 
ous predecessors he links his name 
with their names, which, after all. is 
very nearly the greatest of ail earthly 
honors. 


And so, as I have said, the Presiden- 
tial track is clear, and the entries for 
the race are being made. What a 
splendid array they make! Two can- 
didates come from New York—that is, 
their admirers make them candidates. 
One is Gov. Odell and the other Vice- 
President Roosevelt. A year ago, Mr. 
Roosevelt was one of the most popular 
men in the Republican party, but he 
has not worn well. His ability in 
many lines is conced>d: but Ido 
syncrasies are of so pronounced a char 
acter that long before the nomination 
year comes around he will cease to be 
thought of as a Presidential possi i!- 
ity.

Without the stren- 
uous eccentricities bf Roosevelt he 
would be an admirable successor to 
McKinley. Senator Allison of lowa is 
held in high esteem by all who know 
him; but the impression is growing 
that he is heavily handicapped by ate. 
He will be 75 years of age in 1904. Gov. 
Shaw of lowa is said to be Mr. Alli- 
son's choice. While Gov. Shaw's rec- 
ord in politics is excellent, he needs a 
national introduction, and when that 
is made it will be hard work to ac- 
quire in a few years the reputation 
which the man that captures the next 
nomination must possess. Senator 
Fairbanks of Indiana. is about the 
right Presidential age. He will be 42 
when the national convention meets, 
while his colleague, Senator Beveridge. 
who is another candidate, will be ex- 
actly ten years younger. They are 
both young, it will be seen, and have 
lots of time ahead of them. 

Three Ohio men are in the field, 
Mark Hanna, Senator Foraker and 
Judge Taft, the head of the Philippitte 
Commission. The Republican War- 
wick, Hanna, of course, is the man I 
mean, would make a good President, 
but what convention would dare put 
him in nomination? Senator Foraker 
has many elements of strength, while 
Judge Taft is expected to make a rec- 
ord in Manila that will commend him to 
the people three years hence. Locality 
is against all three. for the current of 
opinion runs strong and deep that it 
is time for Ohlo to step aside. As a 
Presidential hatchery she is an emi- 
nent success, almost beating the rec- 
ord of Virginia. Out in Illinois Sen- 
ator Mason is booming the Hon. Shelby 
M. Cullom. He is in the same ‘wat 
with Mr. Allison as to age. The vears 
of the two combined make nearly a 
century and a half. and they are about 
equally divided. Away back in the 
Fillmore days, that te 1852, Mr. Cullom 
was a Presidential elector. Mass- 
chusetts has a favorite son in the per- 
son of Henry Cabot Lodge. He would 
make an ornate President, learned, 
fairly eloquent, dignified and forceful. 
But Mr. Lodge is a closet man. Well 
does he fill the chair of Charles Sumner, 
but. like Sumner, it is very certain 
that he will miss the Presidency. That 
Philadelphia Mayor, Ashbridge, has 
within the last couple of days brought 
the name of John Wanamaker to the 
front in a Presidential point of view, 
but there Is a lion in the political path- 
way of Mr. Wanamaker, the Hon. 
Matthew Stanley Quay. While he 
lives never can the great dry goods 
merchant get the Pennsylvania vote 
in a national convention, and without 
that Mr. Wannamaker's candidature is 
among the impossibilities. Senator 
John Kean is put forward by the Jer- 
sey.men. In many respects Mr. Kean 
is like Mark Hanna, silent, strong, 
forceful. He inherited millions, and has 
added to them. His family is one of 
the oldest in his native Sate. inter- 
marrying with the Fishes and other 
ancient Knickerbocker houses of New 
York. His home is Liberty Hall, near 
Elizabeth. It was the last stopping 
place of Washington on his journey to 
New York to be inaugurated. This is 
not the full Jist by any means of the 
men that are willing to accept the job 
that President McKinley throws down, 
but let it serve for the present. 

„. R. Orcutt, the president of the 
Newport News Shipping Company, is 
in ecatacies over the success of the new 
battleship Illinois. The great ship is, 
indeed, an achievement to be proud of. 
“Yes,” said he a few days „ “wecan 
build better ships for war well as 
peace than any other country in the 
world.

Shall the«tariff’ be revised at the 
coming session of Congress?

No one can close his eyes to the fact 
that the manufacturers in certain 
lines are successfully competing with 
foreigners in their own markets;

cheaper than they are at home. Reply 
is made that they are merely dispos- 
ing of the surplus, and that there is no 
profit In these transactions. Is that 
reply correct? If it is not, then the 
tariff is assuredly too high, so far as 
these industries are concerned, and that 
consequently money is taken out of 
the pockets of many to put it into those 
of the few. The burden falls for the 
most part on the farmers. It is as es- 
rential to conserve their interests as 
those of the manufacturers.

NEW YORK, June 17.—In the autumn 
of 18798 a small book called “The List, 
a Visiting and Shopping Directory,” 
modestly bound in blue cloth, was nut 
on sale in a few book stores.

CITRUS-FRUIT LANDS. 
BIG PROFITS IN IMPROVEMENT. 


Among recent sales of country prop- 
erties was that of 8. F. Owen, who 
old his thirty-acre improved orange 
orchard lying about mile and half 
jorthwest of Lordsburg, in this gounty, 
to parties from the East for $22,500. In 
189% this same tract of land was owned 
by E. A. Carter. Three acres of the 
land were then planted to orange®. 
The balance of the tract was unim- 
proved. Mr Carter made repeated, but 
ineffectual attempts to sell the land, 
with water rights attached, at $225 per 
acre. Finally, being compelled to go 
East, Mr. Carter arranged with a Mr. 
Gross to plant out the whole tract in 
navel oranges and care for the place for 
three years. Mr. Gross was to have 
one-half of the land for his services. 
About a year after the making of this 
contract Mr. Gross purchased Mr. Car- 
ter’s interest, built a good house and 
barn at a cost of about 32000, and six 
months ago sold the property to 8. F. 
Owen for, $15,000. Mr. Owen held the | 
property about six months, during 
which time he had two offers for it of 
000 each, and recently disposed of

thé place on a cash basis for the figure 
stated, $22,500. He thus made a profit 


of $7500 on an investment of $15,000, and 
realized upon the same in about half a 
year.

partly due to the excellent care taken 
of the orange trees and partly to the 
increasing appreciation upon the part 
of the public of the actual worth of 
orange lands in choice localities. 

It is not claimed that every one who 
improves orange land makes as great 
an increase in its value as did Mr. 
Gross, or that every one who buys for 
speculation mekes as great a profit in 
proportion to investment, as did Mr. 
Owen. These figures are merely given 
to show what can be done in develop- 
ing and in handling Southern Califor- 
nia orange lands under favorable circum- 
stances. Still the making of fairly good 
profits in improving and in buying and 
selling irrigated lands suitable for the 
growth Of citrus fruits, is by no means 
rare. In the same neighborhood as the 
tract just described, just across the 
street from it, is a twenty-acre orange 
and lemon orchard which five years ago 
was sold for $10,000 to R. A. Wallace. 
At that time fourteen acres of the 
tract was set out in citrus fruitg, and 
che rest was in apricots. Mr. Wallace 
took out the apricots aid planted the 
land to navel oranges. About two 
years after that he refused $14,000 for 
the property, and still later refused 
$16,000 for it, but last fall he sold the 
ranch and crop to Messrs. Martin and 
Kendall for $20,000. The purchaseré 
sold the crop for $45,000, and recently 
disposed of the tract on a cash basis 
for $20,000, thus making the crop as 
clear profit.

@ sculptor has here; though he has per- 
fect confidence in the future. “It is 
not surprising,” he says; “you see, the 
art ie new here. The work of the 
sculptor is the last to be understood in 
a new community—it is too solid, and 
still, as it were, to attract immediate 
attention. The artistic difference be- 
tween the sculptor's careful product 
and the piece of statuary turned out 
by a factory is not appreciated. Many 
people turn away at the thought of 20 
for a piece of my work, and say, ‘Why, 
we can buy as large a piece downtown 
for 66.“ But I am becoming encour- 
aged in my work all the time, and am 
here to stay.“ 

As an example of the lifelikeness of 
his portrait work, Mr. Stone shows a 
photograph of a draped bust. The 
subject died without having consented 
to be photographed, but had been one 
of the sculptor’s sitters. The relatives 
being distressed at not having a like- 
ness in anything softer than stone, the 
artist draped the bust and made a 
profile photograph of it, using chalk to 

uce the shadings in face and hatr.

The most patient, devoted and well 
trai of artista who picture the hu- 
man ing must needs to be the min- 
faturist, and thus miniaturists of ex 
cellence are not easy to be found.

[Newspaperdom:] In the libel sult 
brought by the fair and famed Cherry 
sisters against the Des Moines (Iowa) 
J Leader the Iowa Supreme Court has 

firmed the decision of the lower court 
n favor of the defendant. An opinion, 
written by Justice Deamer, says “an 
editor of a newspaper may freely criti- 
cise any and every kind of public per- 
formance, providing that in doing so he 
is not actuated by malice.” The per- 
formance of the Cherrys, says the opin- 
ion, was a kind justifying ridicule 
and sarcasm, and no proof of actual 
malice was shown by the plaintiffs. 
Here is the printed comment upon 
which the action was :

Many an animal goes through 
its performance in a state ring on 
insanity, with such an obvious terror of 
doing the wrong thing that it is really 
surprising how an intelligent audience 
can avoid seeing the true state of the 
case. Weekly rehearsals are held in 
wretched, ill-ventilated underground 
cellars, with an accompaniment of suf- 
fering that would shock a siaughter- 
man. 

There is no doubt that any movement 
to secure drastic reform in this matter 
would receive the warm support of the 
managers of the best theaters where 
performing animals are exhibited.

Then it was 
his idea to add to this betterment of 
body and mind such stimulus as would 
result im exciting a personal internal 
interest in the work itself and in the 
Welfare of the concern that gave the 
work under such favorable conditions 
to the worker. He believed that tak- 
ing humanity by and large there 
is a@ good sound basis of fairness on 
which to build a substential purpose 
to reciprocate favors received, and 
which would not permit the recipient 
to go on forever taking without giving 
Something in return. These men and 
women who work for me,” he said to 
himself, “shail have not merely the 
full limit of wages for their toll. That 
is the hard and fast factory line whith 
results in mere factory work. Under 
this principle the workman says: ‘There 
is your work done, now give me my 
money.’ and the employer says: There 
is your money; go to the devil.’ 

“I will not put the relations of em- 
ployés and employer on these lines,” 
said Mr. Patterson. “I will not only 
give the full limit of pay, but I will 
give more than that. I will give a 
place to work in that is as perfect in 
@ Sanitary potnt of view as money and 
Scientific skill can make it. I will re- 
eve the people in my employ of as 
many of the petty annoyances and ex-

MR. PATTERSON'S UTOPTA. 
All this Mr. Patterson undertook to

Step by step he advanced until the 
little paradise of labor which he had 
created began to attract attention 
throughout this great manufacturing 
State of Ohio and then thréughout the 
country at large. Visitors began to 
come to the works from all parts. 
Writers upon social economics came 
and studted them from an abstract, 
theoretical! standpoint. Hard-headed 
manufacturers came and studied them 
from a business standpoint. Their 
ame spread from America to Great 
Britain, France and Germany, and 
visitors from those countries who were 
interested in industrial matters and 
were in America on thelr travels man- 
aged to take in Dayton and the Na- 
tional Carh Register Company's plant 
fm their itineraries. Letters of inquiry 

All parts of the world. poured in 


Salonen increasing volume that it be- 
came necessary to establish something

of a correspondence 
bureau to answer them. 

There were scoffers at first, and for 
@ long time after Mr. Patterson's plans 
began to be unfolded. The failure of 


| similar efforts in various places was 


pointed out, and it was predicted that 


| the Dayton labor Arcadia would come 


down with a crash as the others had 
done. M:. Patterson went on his way 
unaffected in the slightest degree by 
these croakers. Instead of stopping in 
his plans for the betterment of the 
surroundings of his working people, or 
keeping them contracted t> what he 
had really achieved, he expanded them. 
The results convinced him more and 
more that he was right. Even some of 
the doubting Thomases began to think 
that maybe after all there was some- 
thing more in this Dayton undertak- 
ing than they had taken into account. 

It began to be a question of whether 
the great problem of the harmonizing 
of labor and capital might not have 
been solved right here in this Ohio 
city. The newspaper writers and the 
magazine writers who came and studied 
the subject at its highest stages of 
development were convinced, and they 
put themselves on record with the flat- 
footed assertion that the problem had 
been solved and that here at last was 
a labor Utopia that was not a dream, 
but a solid accomplished fact. On the 
strength of these witnesses it became 
pretty much a matter of faith through- 
out the country that there had come 
here in Dayton a veritable labor-capital 
millennium. - 
LABOR UNIONS GET AT WORK. 

With this conviction fully settled 
in the public mind and with all that 
Mr. Patterson had done for his work- 
ing people proclaimed throughout the 
entire country as a model which other 
employers might well follow, it came 
with something like a shock to learn 
that the employés themselves for whom 
all this had heen done, thought that 
they were a pretty badly-used lot of 
men and women; that they had taken 
the position that they had endured the 
thing just about as long as they could; 
that at last they had taken a firm 
stand, and that when their specific de- 
mand for what they held to be their 
just rights was refused they had struck 
work and that the entire factory was 
shut down. 

It was not until about a year and a 
half ago, when the labor unions got 
a full grip upon the con¢ern, that the 
employés began to find t how shab- 
bily they were being treated. To be 
sure, there was no complaint about 
wages. There had never been any since 
the factory opened, and there is none 
even now, when the strike is fully on 
and the factory closed. The I!l-usage 
was in other directions. The walking 
delegates were among the first to dis- 
cover it. And then e the Walk: 


found out things that ev the walk- 
ing delegates overlooked. - 

From the moment the complete 
unionization of the factorv a very 
large proportion of the ‘time of the 
general manager and of the superinten- 
dents and foremen f the different de- 
partments was taken up receiving com- 
mittees and walking delegates and dis- 
cussing grievances to which the work- 
ingmen were being subjected. For in- 
stance, it was never suspected, until 
a walking delegate exposed the fact, 
that in the very gift of the free baths 
and the company’s time in which to 
take them, there was a latent capi- 
talistic snare for the laboring man. 

The workingmen, until the union 
came into control, had taken the baths 
and used the free towels and the free 
soap at the company’s expense and had 
regarded it as rather an advantage 
than otherwise; never suspecting that 
in so doing they were making them- 
selves a club in the hands of capital 
with which to strike a blow at honest 
toll. A keen-eyed walking delegate 
discovered that there were thousands 
of these towels and that they had to 
be washed, and washed very often, 
and that the company was paying out 
every week large sums of money for 
that purpose. Now, to whom were 
these large sums of money paid? That 
was the question the walking delegates 
quietly asked themselves, and to which 
they quickly found an answer that laid 
bare the whole nefarious trick upon 
labor. Tracirg this dirty linen Ike 
sleuths from the factory to the places 
where it was carried for cleansing. 
they discovered that the management 
had distributed it among a number of 
poor women with families to support, 
who lived in the neighborhood of the 
shop, and that not a single one of 
these women was a member of any 
labor urion. 

THE NON-UNION SPRINGS GRIEV- 
ANCE. ~ 


It was not very lon~ after this de- 
fore still another scheme to undermine 
union labor was exposed. A lynx-eyed 
member of the Shop Committee no- 
ticed one day that to the doors of the 
polishing-department room there were 
attached compressed air springs to 
close them gently when they were 
swung open. There was nothing in 
this that was in itself suspicious. But 
the alert committeeman examined the 
springs more closely and discovered 
the fact that they were manufactured 
by a concern in Connecticut which was 
not maanged by any labor union, a 
concern, in fact, which had openly and 
defiantly taken the position that it 
would manage its own business, and, 
in support of that position, had gone 
through two bitter strikes, with the re- 
sult that it defeated union labor, con- 
tinued to administer its own affairs 
and was at that very moment and is 
now doing the largéet business that it 
has ever done in its history. 

It did not require very great per- 
spicacity to see that in attaching those 
springs to the doors of the union shop 
the Dayton company was inflicting a 
deliberate and cynical insult upon La- 
bor. There was a union meeting on 
the subject of door springs. A com- 
mittee was appointed to lay the door- 
spring grievance before the general 
man . Its spokesman announced 
that the polishing department de- 
mandaed that those springs be re- 
moved from the doors forthwith. The 
general manager artfully pretended 
that he did not know there were any 
springs on the doors, and if there were 
that the fact was not intended to be 
insulting. If. however, the finer feel- 
ings of the employés were trampled 
upon by the presence of the springs 
he had no doubt there would be no 
objections whatever to tearing them 
off and even to making an ignominious 
end of them by throwing them on the 
scrap heap. 

He treated the entire complaint with 
levity and seemed to regard it in the 
light of an amusing foke. Rut at the 
same time he officially condemned the 
springs, and thus another triumph for 
the union was won. The employés of 
the polishing-room had full authority 
to enjoy the springless doors to their 
shops from that time forth. 

UNIONS THEMSELVES AT ODDS. 

The very grave questions of the tow- 
els and the springs h°d berd'y been 
well disposed of before another and 
@ somewhat more dificult problem 


arose. It was a question about carpen- 
ters. There were three carpenters 
about whose status the unon. could 
not reach a satisfactory decision. If 
they belonged to the group of cabinet- 
makers they were entitied to a certain 
salary, if they belonged to the group 
of plain carpenters tney were entitled 
to another rate of wages. The line of 
demarcation between these two groups, 
from a union standpoint, it seems is 
somewhat vague and upcertain. The 
unions themselves were unable to de- 
termine on which side of the line the 
three carpenters should go. They de- 
bated the matter among themselves 
for some corsiderable time and at last 
reached the decision that it properly 
came under the category of a grievance, 
There was evidently some dark capi 
talistic work back of the fact that 
there were three carpenters who didn't 
know themselves precisely where they 
were at, and 


the two unions could not settle it. 

A Committee on Unclassified Carpen-

being, dispense better with the services 
of the straightaway carpenters, so he 
assigned the three to the cabinetmak- 
ers. and the straightaway carpenters 
struck. 

Now. these are a few, and only a 


delegates and shop committees, from 
the moment the factory was unionized, 
were constantiy bringing up to the 
management of the works for settle- 
ment. Some of them could not be at 
once settied off-hand by the genera! 
manager. There isa Factory Commit- 
tee consisting of four superintendents 
at the head of the various departments 
to which matters which the gene 
manager does not decide may be re- 
ferred. This committee of four was 
kept pretty busy with grievances, most 
of them in general character like those 
above cited. Questions of detail in 
the matter of wages now and then 
were brought up among the mass of 
petty complications. An instance of 
this arose after a change in the form 
of the machines manufactured. In- 
stead of a metal it was decided to wae 
a wood base for the machine. The 
meta! polishers received a certain piece 
rate for each machine. The dubstitw- 
tion of wood reduced the amount of 
material that had to be polished. This 
being the case, and after a number of 
experiments to reach a just basis, the 
foreman ot the etal polishers’ shop 
decided that the mieta) polishers should 
receive 5 cents less on each machine 
than they had received before. The 
Shop Committee waited upon him. He 
stuck to his decision. 

The matter was carried to the local 
union. A committee from tie local 
union waited upon the management: 
The management agreed to drop the 
question of the 5 cents’ difference on 
each machine, and to put the men on 
day-work rates instead of piece work. 
The union day rates of polishers is 
2.50. That is the rate paid by all other 
shops here in the city. The committee 
accepted the management's proposition 
in this respect with a rather important 
condition, and that was that instead of 
$2.50 a day, the union rate paid in the 
other shops to polishers, the company 
should pay $3.50. This proposition was 
made as a broad, liberal recognition 
of the company’s efforts to put its em- 
ployés in better surroundings than 
other shops provided. In other words, 
if the company proposed to be liberal, 
there was nothing mean about the 
committee. They would be liberal, 
too, and permit the company to pay $1 
a day more for work than the union de- 
manded of any other concern for th 
same work. N 

The company was rather over- 
whelmed by this outburst of generosity. 
It decided that it would not take ad- 
vantage of so free-heartéed an impulse. 
It answered that it would walve the 
whole question and go back to first 
principles, paying the men the same 
rates for polishing a part of a machine 
that heretofore it had paid for polish- 
ing a whole one. The committee took 
this under advisement and magnami- 
mously decid to accept the proposi- 
tion, without demanding any general 
increase of pay as an offset to having 
had the question precipitated. 
TROUBLE WITH THE PODISHERS. 

It has been said that the complete 
unionization of the shop and with that 
the beginning of the labor troubles 
date back to only about a year and a 
half. By unionization in this case is 
meant the formal recognition of the 
union by the shop management. Prior 
to that the company had kept what is 
termed an open shop. That is to say, 
that while it did not recognize the 
union, it did not bar union men from 
employment in its works. As a matter 
of fact the metal-polishing department 
was from the first practically a solid 
union shop. Up to three years and a 
half ago its foreman was a union man. 


Horne was put in his place. Mr. Horne 
is not a union man and he had not been 
very long in his new place before the 
trouble with the union began. It was, 
in fact, from his shop that the union 
movement in the works radiated unti! 
at last it involved a sufficient number 
of the employés to precipitate the 
series of troubles which have resulted 
in the present crisis. 

The first proceeding began with 
what seemed to be a eet effort to drive 
Horne out. He had been in his place 
only a few days, or, in fact, a few 
hours, when the movement against him 

. The first demonstration was in 
slovenly work turned out by a man 
who was abundantly. able to do better. 
This work s rejected. Horne ordered 
the man to do it over again; he sulked 
and would not comply until threatened 
with instant discharge. He afterward 
continued to sulk and be insubordi- 
nate until he was discharged. Then 
there was a shop row and committees 
and delegations. Then one day Horne 
gave employment to a man who it 
turned out did not belong to the union. 
The shop struck work on the spot. The 
men would not even give the newcomer 
the ordinary union privilege of paying 
his dues then and there and going on 
with his work until formally admitted 
to the union. This the man offered to 
do, but his offer was refused. The shop 
committee insisted upon his _peremp- 
tory discharge. The matter was re- 
ferred to the ‘factory 
heads of departments, the factory com- 
mittee yielded and the union scored 
heavily in this round. 

Then there came a great etrike of the 
metal polishers of 4he Dayton Manu- 
facturing Company, a strike which 
has become historica! in Dayton for the 
brutality with which non-union men 
who took striker@’ places were treated 
by the strikers or théir sympathizers. 
Cases are still pending in the courts 
growing out of these troubles. There 
was one Instance of two nm, a father 
and a son, who were set n in the 
streets and assaulted solely because 
they persisted in asserting the right of 
American citizens to work for a living 
when they had an opportunity and in- 
clination to do 80. 

These two unfortunates were not 
only struck down and pounded in the 
street, but. with a refinement of cru. 
elty, their assailants deliberately 
stretched out their ete upon the

them with stones that the question 
of their being able to do manual labor 
for many a day at least was then and 
there definitely settled. Naturally 
there developed, from this contest very 
strong feeling on both sides. The Day- 
ton Manufacturing Company came out 
of the conflict decidedly ahead. The 
result was that there were left on the 
hands of the Polishers’ Union here a 
number of men who Were out of em- 
ployment. 

Horne, in the adminstration of the 
polishers’ department of the register 
company’s factory, found it necessary 
to lay off men from time to time. A 
Shop Committee came to him and in- 
sisted that whenever he replaced one 
of these men so discharged he should 
do so with one of the strikers of the 
Dayton Manufacturing Company, who 
were out in the cold. There was one 
of these strikers in particular who 
made a particularly strong effort to 
get into the register company’s employ. 
The Shop Committee insisted that the 
next man taken on should be this man. 
and that if any other was substituted 


The matter, after going. through the 
usual channels, finally reached the 
Factory Committee, and the Factory 
Committee yielded to the pressure. The 
striker from the Dayton Manufactur- 
ing Company was put at work. 

GOT PAT. BUT DID NO WORK. 

While this state of affairs was de- 
veloping in the polishing department 
the union was getting in its work in 
the foundry. The foundrymen were 
just evenly divided—sixteen union and 
sixteen non-union. The foreman, James 
McTaggart, was particularly 
tional to the union. He had been fore- 
man of the Yale & Towne Company of 
Stamford, Ct., at the time of its strike 
some eleven years ago, and it was 
very largely through his efforts that 
that strike was defeated. The unſon 
was as anxious to throw him out of his 
job as it was to have Horne renoved. 
A year and a half ago McTaggart dis- 
charged two men, both of them for ly- 
ing and drinking and staying away 
from their Work. A committee of 
union men demanded their restoration. 
There was a three days’ discussion. 
8 refused to take the men 

ack. 

The union men sent for their interna- 
tional officers, who came here and day 
after day renewed the discussion of the 
restoration of these men. The result 
was that the company again weakened. 
It — for one thing to run a unton 
foundry. It refused to take back the 
two discharged men into the foundry, 
but it agreed to the preposterous prop- 
O tion to pay each of them $15 a weer 
for doing nothing. For three months 
this absurd arrangement was carried 
out faithfully by both parties. Every 
Pay day the company gave each of 
there two men $15. The men on their 
part conscientiously carried out their 
proposition to refrain from labor of 
any sort. They were two pensioned 
tramps about the streets of Dayton 
and about the city bar-rooms for three 
consecutive months. Dayton by this 
time had become quite a mecca for 
Students of the labor questiom And 
these two endowed Wandering Willies 
ae one of the labor spectacles of the 
own. 

At the end of the three months, the 
pensioners in the mean time not hay- 
ing made the slightest effort to get 
employment, the company respectfully 
submitted that it had dape about its 
share. It refused to hand out the $30 
a week to the Weary Two any longer. 
This, of course, was made a union 
matter, There were more committees, 
more hearings; the international com- 
mitteemen were again summoned. 
They came. The facts were submis- 
sively laid before them. They decided 
that, on the whole, the company prob- 
ably had done all that was necessary 
and the pensions were discontinued 
by authority of the untons. 

But one great point had been gained. 
The foundry was wunionized—the un- 
ion was formally recognized by the 


discoveries of the afflictions under 
which the employ4s of the company 
were laboring : 
The first thing the union did with the 
foundry after getting full control was 
to announce that vo man employed 
there should earn more than $4.50 a 
day. Prior to that some of the men 
had been earning $5, $6, $6.50, $7 and, 
even in one Instance, $8, a day. The 
company was perfectly willing, even 
desirous, that. employés in the foun- 
dry should continue to earn these large 
amounts. It was piece work, and the 
company preferred a larger output 
from each individual.to an increase 
in plant and equipment. 
MOREK WORK AND LESS PAY. 
But that increase of plant: and equip- 
ment was precisely what -the union 
desired. Its aim was..to give work 
to a larger number of men.? Owing to 
strikes and union troubles: of one sort 
and another, there are always more 
or less idle union men to be provided 
for. The union tnsisted that the com- 
pany take its share of this burden by 
increasing the number of its employés 
in the foundry. The result of this was 
that numbers of, the molders who 
were skilled in tet business finished 
their $4.50 limit by noon or 1 or 
o'clock in the afternoon. The union 
rules compelled them to remain at the 
foundry. The company on its par 
did not care to. give them a half days 
avowed idleness, and the result was 
that the foundry became for a num- 
ber of employés a sort of afternoon 
lounging and smoking-room. This 
condition was intolerable. There was 
a new adjustment of work arranged 
by Foreman McTaggart, which re- 
sulted in the men’s doing a full day's 
work for the $4.50. In other words, 
with the advent of the union the sum 
total of gain to the employés was more 
work and less pay. 
Then when the change in the con- 
struction of the register came and the 
wooden was substituted for the metal 
base, the demand for castings from t 


of this, Foreman Taggart laid off three 
men, having no work for them td do. 
This was last January. The usual 
series of committees and conferences 
and hearings, references to the local 
union and loca! union committee visits 
to the company followed. The com- 
pany supported its foreman. It re- 
fused to reinstate the three men who 
were suspended. The local union sent 
for its international committeeman. 
He came, one Duffy, from Chicago. 
Duffy heard both sides of the ques- 
tion, but gave no Delphic utterance. 
He went back to Chicago, by letter 
laid the situation before the other in- 
ternational committeemen, and, pre- 
sumably, received responses which sup- 
ported the company in its not alto- 
gether unreasonable position that 
when it had no work for men to do, it 
did not feel itself called upon to sup- 
ny supernumeraries as pensioners. 

e fact was that the company had 
had a rather pronounced experience in 
the line of pensioners and it did not 
care to renew it. 

THE SHUTDOWN. 

Then in March. the work still being 
slack, two more men were laid off 
in the foundry, and in April still an- 
other, this last one for cause. This ac- 
tion brought on the usual series of 
committee calls and conferences. The 
company refused to reinstate any of 
the six men discharged. One of the six 
had put himself out of the controversy 
by going off and getting employment 
elsewhere. This reduced the number of 
outs to five. After a week's considera. 
tion a committee of four men, all of 
them employed in shops about the city 
that had no connection with the com- 
pany, made formal demand that al

at once. This was in the latter part 
of April last. The management of the 
company met this demand with a flat 
refusal, explaining to the committee 
that the reason for the refusal was 
there was no work for the men to do. 
This it was that precipitated the cri- 
sis now on. ‘ 

On April 29 all the moulders quit 
work. e sixteen who originally had 
been non-union men had been sub- 
jected to severe pressure and prac- 
tically were forced into the union. A 
few days after this a committee from 
the polishing department called upon 
the managers of the company and de- 
manded the restoration of the five 
moulders. It was in the morning about 
ll o'clock when it made this demand. 
It gave the company until 2 o'clock 
to decide whether to ac * 
to it. The ultimatum was that if it did 
not accede the polishers would quit 
work. 

The general manager of the company 
replied that he would not yield to the 
demand, but that he was willing to 
submit the matter to arbitration by a 
committee of five—two selected by the 
company, two by the polishers and one 
by those four. To this the polishers 
made no reply whatever. At 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon they quit their benches 
and were onastrike. Immediately aft- 
erward the company posted a notice to 
the effect that certain employés of the 
company having quit work it would be 
necessary for the entire factory to 
shut down indefinitely. It was not a 
lockout. With the moulders and the 
polishers both on strike it was impos- 
sibe to go on.” 

Two vital links in the chain were 
broken and the whole mechanism of 
the factory was thrown out of gear. In 
other words, it was the employés of 
the company themselves and not the 
company that closed down the works. 

FACTORY GIRLS IN LUXURY. 

Ot all the 2300 people who by this 
action are thrown out of employment, 
probably none at the present stage of 
the game feels more regret than the 
300 girls. The surroundings which these 
girls have had in their work are with- 
out doubt unparallele anywhere else in 
the world where women are employed. 
The deserted shops where they worked, 
as they stand today, exactly as they 
were left when the girls walked out 
after the shutdown, have An appear- 
ance so utterly at variance with the 
popular idea of a factory, or, for that 
matter, of the actual fact of factory 
surroundings, that the contrast seems 
almost absurd. The’ long, light, airy 
rooms in which they work, with their 
waxlike cleanliness and their damty 
touches of feminine decoration here 
and there, suggest rather more a sort 
of combination summer resort and 
girls’ boarding school than a place 
where young women are engaged in 
the serious occupation of earning a liv- 
ing. 

If ever the struggle of life was done 
up in cotton and downy cushions for 
the strugglers, surely it is here. The 
very hours of work themselves as 
contrasted with those that prevall in 
most factories which are not even con- 
sidered hard seem almost grotesque 
in their generosity. Eight o'clock in 
the morning is the hour when they 
must report. Twenty minutes after 
5 o'clock in the afternoon is the time 
when they quit. In the interval there 
is a full hour for luncheon. In addi- 
tion to this there is a recess in the 
morning of ten minutes and another in 
tr afternoon of the same interval, 

The luncheon is served in a bricht. 
very gayly-decorated room at the top 
of the building. It is fairly radiant, 
this working girls’ refectory. Over in 
one side is a cosy alcove with easy 
chairs. Over in another corner is a 
piano. In still another is a bookcase, 
with near it a iong table coveted with 
all the latest magazines. The ceiling 
is hung from one end to the other 
with clusters of artificial flowers—the 
same which served as the Faster 
decorations of one of New York's 
large mercantile concerns, and were 
purchased and brought here by Mr. 
Patterson at no very light expense, 
considering that it was a mere whim 
to furnish something bright and 
cheerful for the eyes of a factory girl 
to rest upon during her noon-day hour 
of rest and refreshment. 

Not one of the girls in the factory 
has to climb a foot of stairway to 
reach this cosy resort at the top of 
the building. For ten minutes after 
the ringing ef the luncheon bell the 
elevator runs exclusively for their 
benefit to take them from the place 
where they work to the dining-room. 
For the luncheon that is served each 
| girl pays 5 cents. It costs the company 
6 cents te put it upon the table, for 
the work alone of cooking and provid- 
ing for 300 hungry factory girls is no 
mall item, to say nothing of the out- 
lay for the equipment of the kitchen 
and the tabel furniture. Omelet. 
creamed cabbage, coffee—that is the 
reading of the rather forlorn-looking 
bill of fare for the last day on which 
the girls worked, which hangs upon 


the wall.“ 
OTHER PRIVILEGES OF THE 
G 


IRLS. 

It. seems almost an absurdity, this 
dainty boarding-school dining-room, 
all provided practically free of charge 
for the employés of a heartless Actopus. 
But yet even the dining-room is not 
quite so curiously in contrast with 
conventional ideas of factory sur- 
Youndings as the dressing-rooms, 
which open out from every factory 
floor on which the girls are employed. 
If these rooms suggest anything it is 
rather the affectionate touch of some 
fond mother. There seems to be abso- 
lutely nothing omitted of all the little 
feminine mysteries which should go 
with such an apartment. This great 
| business factory has even gone into 
the subject of curling irons with a 
breadth of grasp and a minuteness of 
detail which are bewildering. It pro- 
vides not only a round dosen of the 
Furt approved form of curling trons, 
but it also provides an elaborate de- 
vice of its own in the way of a gas 
heater with a place for each and 
every one of the twelve separate irons 
to be held over the flames. Combs and 
brushes, towels of the snowilest—all 
these the octopus provides for the 
young women to make use of 

Connected. with each dressing-room 
there is a bathroom with porcelain 
tubs and every little detail and com- 
fort and convenience that a bathroom 
should have. All this, of course, is as 
free as the water which runs into the 
bathtub itself. In addition to this, 
each girl is kept pro with a 
fresh, clean apron, which covers her 
street dress and absolutely protects 
her from the soll of her work. and 
with the apron there also go a pair 
of sleeves to cover the sleeves of her 
gown. These are laundered by the es- 
tablishment and furnished free of cost 
to each girl. But even that te not all. 
There is the Rest Room — a dainty 
little sort of semi- hospital. where the 
girls may go who feel tired and over- 
done, who have a headache, or any 
of the little ills which a man ts sup- 
posed never to have, or, if he does 
have, never to mind, but to go en work 
ing just the same. 

„Each of these rooms has five snowy 
white cots, and in addition to the 
cots there are easy rocking chairs and 
cool window seats, and above all an 
abundance of fresh, pure air and quiet, 
softened Hant. There is rest itself 
in the very atmosphere of the room, 
and up in one corner is a little medi- 
cine closet. To each room there is an 
attendant, or matron. whose duty it is 
to see to each girl's wants as she 


comes in. 


work, if the employment is such 4s 
te involve sitting down, instead of 
a stool there is provided a high-back 
cane-seat revolving chair, to which its 
attached a nickel-plated or brass foot 
rest. In a word, let any man conceive 
his own sister or daughter, forced to 
zo ovf and work for her bread, and he 
himself authorized to provide her with 
every detail that would make her toil 
lighter, her surroundings brighter, or 
the fact of labor less irksome, and the 
chances are that he would omit halt 
a dozen or more of the details When 
— been supplied by this corpora- 
tion. 

MEN WELL CARED FOR, TOO. 

It is not to be supposed that all this 
care and thoughtfulness has been lav- 
ished upon the feminine employés 
alone. The work shops of the men 
are, in their way, as perfect in their 
equipment and as thorough in their 
sanitation as those of the women. In 
the foundry there is quite a maszé of 
whirling fans to keep the air in rmo- 
tion and reduce the temperature as far 
as possible. In the polishing shop, 
which in other factories is often almost 
with its foul air and fine 
dust, the air is changed 
totally every fifteen minutes, while the 
dust from the whirling emery wheels 
is drawn down by suction into a gen- 
eral exhaust pipe, and so conveyed out 
of the factory. There are bathrooma, 
there are attendants to keep ma- 
chines in order, and sbove all, as 
everywhere throughout ¢he whole fac- 
tory, there is the bright, brilliant flood 
of sunlight which is so important « 
factor to health in all places where 
many people are assembled together in 
daily tofl. 

All this touches merely the - 
ings of the employés while at their 
work. What Mr. Patterson had done 
for their education and for the eleva- 
tion and refinement of their families 
and children, is another chapter, and 
u long one. Kindergartens, gymnastic 
echools, military organisations, cook- 
ing schools, brary, gardens in which 
children are taught the art of garden- 
ing with a long list of dazzling prizes 
for the earnest ones—all these are at 
the service, not only of the families 
and children of employés of the works 
bu: ‘of all people in the neighborhood 
who choose to take advantage of them. 
And all are furnished free; even the 
librarian gets a fixed salary from the 
company, and in the matter of book 
distribution, the company does not 
even stop at the library. To save the 
employés the time and trouble of go- 
ing to the library dally to select books 
to take home for the evenings or Sun- 
day reading, crates of assorted works 
of the best authors are wheeled Over 
to the factory iteelf, and there set up, 
— the people may make their selec. 
tions. 

And the thoughtfulness and care of 
the girls do not stop even at the fac- 
tory door. For their greater con- 
venience an arrangement has been 
made with the trolley company to have 
4 sufficient number of cars drawn up 
in front of the factory in the evening 
at 5:20 o'clock, when the giris are dis- 
missed to enable each one of them to 
tet a good seat to ride comfortably 20 
her home, and, above all. to get away 
from the vicinity of the factory before 
the exodus of the men employés be- 
gins. On Saturday afternoon every — 
in the employment of the factory has 
a full half-holiday, with full pay for 
a full days work. It is the idea of 
the octopus that she may have some 
little shopping to do, that Saturday 
evening is not a pleasant time for her 
to be abroad in the streets, and that 
she can ill-afford to take an afternoon 
off at her own expense. So the octopus 
bears the expense for ber.

In saying all this the present tense 
has been used.

All of this, of course, is pure specula-

DOVER’S BIG GUNS. 


Langdon and Citadel batteries at 
Dover have been furnished 
London Mall's Dover representative. 
The first gun to arrive at.Dover is 
one of the latest pattern of wire-built 
breechloaders. It weighs 27 tons and 
is 35 feet 6 inches in length. Its ef- 
fective range is 19,000 yards, or nearly 
eleven miles, which is half way across 
the channel, and it is stated that the 
shells will even carry four miles be- 
yond this. The loaded shell weighs 
pounds, contains 103 pounds of 
cordite and a bursting charge of 30 
pounds of lyddite. 

The moving of this immense piece 
of artillery from the ship which 
brought it from Woolwich up to the 
Dover heights is proving a most dif- 
ficult task. The greatest care had to 
be exercised in unloading at the ord- 
flance wharf, as the slightest slip 
would have been disastrous to the 
ship. A special trolley had to be built 
to haul it up Castle Hill by two trac- 
tion engines. .On reaching the limit 
of the road the gun was lifted off the 
trolley, and it was rolled ac the 
fields on balks of timber by tdigue 
parties of the Royal Artillery. 

All the heavy fittings and gear for 
this gun and two others to be mounted 
| at Langdon Fort have already arrived. 
Two more guns of the same caliber 
are to be fitted in the Citadel or west- 
ern outworks. 

The addition of the five 9.2 guns and 
the six 62 wire-built breechloaders 
that have already arrived will make 
the armament of Dover very formi- 
dable in defending the straits.

TEN PER CENT. INCREASE OVER 
LAST YEAR’S CROP. 
—— 

Nuts Have Set Well All Through Los 
Nietos Valley—Clark-Green Nuptials. 
Graduating Exercises of Public School. 
Creamery Operations. 


DOWNEY, June 22.—- [From The 
Times’ Correspondent.] Reports from 
the walnut men of the Los Nietos Val- 
ley indicate that this year’s walnut crop 
will be at least 10 per cent. greater than 
that of last season. 

The nuts have set well and have 
passed the critical periods during which 
they are vulnerable to some of the most 
serious injuries. The pest known as 
the black spot.“ which causes the nuts 
to fall prematurely, has wrought a 
great deal of injury this year, but not so 
much last season, and it is expected 
it will do little or no further damage to 
the crop now growing. 

The greatest menace which the wal- 
nut men now anticipate is the burning 
of the nuts as is done when there is 
a long period of hot, sultry days. The 
burning process causes the shuck to ad- 
here to the nut and in some cases dam- 
ages the kernel. 

Generally the crop appears to be as 
abundant as the one on the trees a 
year ago, but, when the additional 
year’s growth of the trees is consid- 
ered, it is reckoned that the shipments 
for the coming season will be one-tenth 
more than those of last year.

{BY P'RECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
ASHINGTON, June 22.—[Excis- 
sive Dispatch.] The reénactment 
of the Chinese Exclusion Law, 

which expires by limitation April next, 
will, it is announced by the Treasury 
Department officials, be ‘recommended 
to Congress by the administration. 

Acting in afcordance with instruc- 
tions from Secretary Gage, a draft of 
a measure containing modifications 
of the existing law, is being prepared. 

The proposed bill is being drawn by 
Labor Commissoner Powderly, who 
will urge that the present law be con- 
tinued in force, with slight changes 
exempting certain classes now pro- 
hibited from entering the country. 

While some law similar to that now 
in effect will probably be passed at 
the next session, it is manifest that 
there will not be the same opposition, 
especially from the Pacific Coast States 
and interior West, to the admission 
of Chinese, which was so potent a 
factor in securing the adoption of the 
Geary act nine years ago, and there 
apparently is less activity on the part 
of the labor organizations which de- 
manded the Geary act. 

Commissioner Powd at the time 
of the passage of the Geary act was 
president of the Knights of Labor and 
active in securing the cooperation of 
that body and other similar labor or- 
ganizations against the admission of 
Chinese. These organizations are now 
said to be indifferent, and their in- 
activity is regarded A yr Powderly 
as a sign that the labor element will 
not be so deeply interes in the sub- 
ject as nine years ago. 


only throughout this country, but to 
gome extent in China, are forming or- 
ganizations for the purpose of petition- 
ing this country, through their Min- 
ister, for admission, without restric- 
tions, to the United States, and that 
powerful influences may be exerted to 
secure favorable action by this govern- 
ment. 

The announcement is expected 
shortly of the reappointment of Min- 
ister Wu for another term in Washing- 
ton. Mr. Wu is deeply interested, it 
is understood, in the movement to se- 
cure the admission of Chinamen.

POORLY LOCATED. 


MARE ISLAND NAVY YARD. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, June 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch:] Representative George E. 
Foss of Illinois, chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee in the last 
Congress, and booked for some im- 
portant post in the coming Congress, 
returned here today from his trip to 
the Pacific Coast. where, in company 
with Representative Dayton, another 
member of the Naval Affairs Commit. 
tee and Secretary of the Navy Long, 
he inspected the Mare Island Navy 
Yard. Mr. Foss was asked about the 
Mare Island yard, its present and fu- 


ture: 

“Well,” said Mr. Foss, “I dislike to 
criticise anything near San Francisco, 
so royally was I treated there. For 
the Mare Island yard I must say that 
if I were going to locate it now, I 
should place it nearer San Francisco, 
very much nearer. There is that objec- 
tion to it, but that cannot be overcome 
at this late day. The government has 
spent a lot of money on Mare Island. 
It bas erected good buildings there at 
heavy cost, and put in the very best 
machinery. It is now building a bi 
dry dock there, so, while I do not like 
the location of that yard, I do not ap- 
prehend any change. 

“I should not care to predict one way 
or the other, for you know there has 
been a fight here in Congress against 


for some years. It was last winter or 
winter before last, that Representative 
Cannon, chairman of the House Appro- 
priatigns Committee. objected very 
strongly to making the regular ap- 
propriation for Mare Isiand, and he op- 
posed that appropriation in his char- 
acteristically energetic way. 

“Aside from its distance from San 
Francisco, which objection cannot be 
overcome, there is constant complaint 
that the water in the channel leading

New Problems of 
Diplomacy. 


Trouble Looming Up on 
the Mediterranean. 


Fleets in Those Waters are 
Being Augmented. 


Scandalous Revelations as to 
British Navy—lItaly’s 
Bold King. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

ONDON, June 22.—[Exclusive Dis- 

patch.) It is becoming more and 

more evident that the next problem 
of European diplomacy lies in the Med- 
iterranean. There is also good reason 
to believe that the complications and 
crisis which are threatened are so im- 
portant that the principal powers in- 
volved feel impelled to provide a tre- 
mendous show of force as a back- 
ground before dealing with the situa- 
tion. It is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that Russia, France, Italy, and 
even Austria, have been increasing 
their naval strength in the Mediter- 
ranean to such an extent that British 
supremacy in those waters has entirely 
disappeared. 

The British government is already 
preparing to meet this change by 
large reinforcements of the fleet. Its 
embarrassments have been greatly in- 
creased by scandalous revelations and 
allegations, just at this moment of un- 
preparedness, of English squadrons al- 
ready on the station. The result is 
that there is one of those popufar 
naval scares, which seem to be period- 
leally necessary as a spur to the gov- 
ernment officials of this country. 

It ia, howeyer, genuinely alarming to 
learn, as the public has been told dur- 
ing the past week, that English ships 
in the Mediterranean are not provided 
wtth smokeless powder, with which all 
Great Britain's rivals are equipped. 
Rear-Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, 
who is second in command of the 
M¥diterranean squadron, went as far 
as he dared, in defiance of regulations, 
this week in pointing out the critical 
need of preparation of his fleet.

“Old soldiers have by no means 
ceased their fight on Mr. Evans,” said 
Mr. Tanner, and win not until he re- 
tires from office. I dont’ know whether 
the fact is known to the public or not, 
but it is true, nevertheless, that the 
National Republican Committee, prior 
to the last election, promised faith- 
fully that Mr. Evans would be retired 
from the office of Pension Commis- 
sioner on the beginning of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s second term. 

“We have that promise in black and 
white, it is in the form of a letter 
written by the National Committee to 
Gen. Sickles, and he still has that 
communication. That is why I believe 
Mr. Evans's successor will soon be ap- 
pointed. I do not, of course, know who 
the man will be, but we hope he will 
be more friendly to the old soldiers 
than the present commissioner has 
been.

LONDON, June 22.—In a tentative. 
easy-going sort of way, the Cabinet 
has begun to consider the Nicaragua 
treaty matter.

This 
wil take the form of Instructions to 
Lord Pauncefote, who will return to 
the United States. These instructions 
will probably not be officially com- 
municated to the State Department 
until Congress shall convene, or the 
attitude of the Senate in the matter 
shall be definitely known. , 
Lord Pauncefote will probably be 
permitted to interpret his instructions 
pretty broadly, and they show ens 
of being elastic enough to provide for 
any contingency except a direct re- 
fusal on the part of the Senate to ree- 
ognize the validity of the Clayton-Bul- 
wer treaty. Lord Lansdowne is as per- 
sistent as ever on this point, and, how- 
ever willing he may be to abrogate it, 
he will vigorouslv maintain the poten- 
tiality of the Clayton-Bulwer treat 
until such time as both signatories sha 
have agreed to its abrogation.

TO SOOTH RUSSIA. 
LETTER ADDRESSED TO CASSINI. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, June 22.— The State 
Department bas addressed to the Rus- 
sian government, as represented by 
Count Cassini. tts Ambasador, such 
representations respecting the sugar 
and petroleum tariff controversy as 
are deemed necessary to meet the Rus- 
Sian action. The purpose of the letter is 
to smooth away if vossible the friction 
that nas been engendered between the 
two governments in the handling of 
these two subjects, and in particular to 
divest the exchanges of any personal 
character. To that end, as set out in 
Secretary Gage's statement, issued yes- 
terday, the effort is —— to show that 
what has been done dy the United 
States government was in a manner 
brought about by the automatic opera- 
tion of the American tariff laws. The 
facts, set out by the Treasury state- 
ment, as to the provisions of the coun- 
tervailing duty section of the Dingley 
law, are restricted, together with the 
cireulars and instructions of the Treas- 
ury Department issued thereunder. As 
the Ruesian government has been es- 
pecially irritated over the proceeding 
as to Russlan Sugar imports into the 
United States, particular attention is 
given to that subject, and reasons are 
adduced to bring the Russian govern- 
ment to believe it should remit the 
increased duties on American goods.

But the 
work of ridding the trees of pests should be carried for- 
ward relentiessiy, and every citizen who is truly public- 
spirited will gladiy aid in the work to the extent of 
his ability, conscious of the Tact that the measures 
which protec, one protect ail.

Thousands of Miles of Wire Fencing. 


There is bow a wire netting fence 346 miles lone be- 
tween New South Wales and South Australia, which 
was put up by the New South Wales government: there 
is another fence of 84 miles along the enstand border, 
and in the southern end of the colony there “is a fence 
612 miles long, while a similar fence has been erected 
by the Queensland and New South Wales governments 
116 miles im length, making altogether more than 1100 
miles of rabbit-proof fencing put up by the governments. 
At present there are about 15.000 miles of rabbit fences 
in New Goeth Wales alone and hundreds of miles are 
in course of erection. There are thousands of miles in 
the other Golopies, and it is probable that eventually 
the most of the stations will be so feneod. 

The usual wife netting for this purpose is about four 
feet wide with meshes not more than one and one-half 
inebes in diameter. e average fencing costs about 
$250 per mile, so that ‘the total «expense is enormous. 

Within the last few years some rabbits have been ex- 
ported in a frozen shape to London, but such exporta- 
tions will never equal the loss which the animals have 
entailed upon the squatter.

| 14 IGH explosives are today receiving great attention 


| Sandy Hook proving grounds, and at the Torpedo sta- 


tions at Newport and Willets Point. While thorite and 
lyddite, two of the most powerful destructive agents 
yet discovered, are largely used for the charging of 
shells and other projectiles, these explosives are not 
used extensively for the charging of mines and torpedoes. 

Old-fashioned dynamite siill retains its prestige and 
its uses, and among the latter is the making of torpedoes 
and submarine mines. Experiments with the latter are 
frequently conducted at Willets Points, N. V., on the 
Long Island Sound, where the government trains the 
soldiers in the making and proper placing of submarine 
mines. During the war with Spain the narrow strip of 
water between Willets Point and Fort Schuyler, on the 
opposite shore, was little more than a submarine vol- 
cano, which needed but a tiny spark to create such a 
terrific upheaval as has not been seen since thé cele- 
brated blowing up of the Hell Gate rocks. The awful 
‘blowing up of the Maine and terrific destruction was the 
work of a single mine. Picture to yourself twenty-one 
such mines ingenious [stributed over an area of sev- 
eral hundred feet rq cre. so that it woud be 
for a vessel to traverse that area without dSeing in the 
zone of total destruction. Yet it was over these slum- 
bering volcanoes that hundreds of crafts passed up and

down Long Island Sound daily on their way to and 
from Boston and New York. The happy passengers on 
the palatial sound steamers, chatting gayly and enjoy- 
ing the superb marine panorama opening up to their 
view as they rounced Fort Schuyler, little knew that a 
tiny spark was all that stcod between them and eterniiy. 
The touch of one's little finger to a key, and all would 
have been over. 

The switchboard and all the mechanism that controls 
the submarine field is jealously guarded and no one al- 
lowed to approach it except the commanding officers and 
the men detailed to that spe al duty. In the army post 
at Willets Point there are comparatively few of the 
soldiers who have ever trod the ramparts even, so strict 
are the rules against allowing anyone to even approach 
the fortifications proper. When an officer or a private 
has business to transact which wil take him to the 
ramparts, he has first to obtain a written pass from the 
chief commanding officer before the watchful sentinels 
will allow him to pass. 

Torpedo planting is part of the course of instruction 
The mines are 
planted three in a group, and twenty-one to a field, the 
destructive area of each mine being calculated to be a 
circular plot 200 fect in diameter. The mines are so 
placed that their areas of destruction partly overlap 
each other. The locat'ng of a vessel over any particular 
torpedo is not left to chance or guesswork, but is de- 
termined with mathematical certainty by means of tri- 
angulation. Two observers are stationed at widely dif- 
ferent points and there take observations of the ap- 
proaching vessel doomed to destruction. 

An experiment was recently made with a condemned 
schooner as the mark intended for destruction. When 
the schooner was turned adrift she was carricd along by 
the varying tides and eddies which swirl fiercely at this 
point. Her progress was carefully noted by the two 
observers and promptly reported to the offl er command.

pg was frozen over to a depth of a foot 
or more. A hele was crt in the ice and a 


mine planted about five fect from the opening on the 
bottom of the bay. The hole was filled in again with 
ice and allowed to freeze over for several days. A wire 
was then connected to a battery on shore and the charge 
set off. The effect of the explosion was very beautiful, 
hurling great masses of sparkling ice that flashed in the 
air like a million crystals over which the spray de- 
seconded in rainbow showers. 

Other experiments are made to determine the force 
of various torpedoes placed in varying depths of water. 
These latter experiments are always a fine spectacle as 
the explosions force immense co'umns of water into the 
air to a grcat height. There comes a rumble and roar and 
the water shoots up suddenly to a height of eight or ten 
feet in a great mass. Then it rises majestically like a 
splendid fountain until it reaches the full height of its 
meteoric rise, perhaps some 100 feet. An instant of 
pause, and it sinks out of sight. 

Shortly after the close of the Spanish-American war 
when it was reasonably certain that there would be no 
immediate need of the submarine batteries off Willets 
Point, a sort of carnival of fire-waterworks was arranged. 
In some way the fact that such an exhibition was 
projected for a certain date got into the newspapers, and 
on the morning set, hundreds of people made their way 
to the shores of the sound, seeking advantageous posi- 
tions from which to observe the spectacle. For several 
miles on either side of the mine zone every point and 
projection was cccupied by interested spectators. On 
the waters cf the sound were many small craft, both 
sail and row boats. All the large craft had been warned 
away from the vicinity for a space of two hours, cover- 
ing the time cet for the explosion. Government launchés 
were on hand to intercept such vessels as had not 
learned of the orders, and to chase back the hovering 
small craft that persisted in edging in upon the for- 
bidden space. 

These operations oceupied so much time that the per- 
formance was long delayed, and the expectant aydience 
was beginning to get impatient and to suspect that it 
had been made the victim of a hoax, when, without the 
Siightest warning there arose out of the heart of the 
calm waters a gigantic apparition, a huge bulk of writh- 
ring foam, pearly gray, seething into white at its summil. 
It looked like some vast misshapen body, sorely con- 
torted, and as the eye strove to encompass it there was 
thrust forth from its mess a mighty arm. Upward and 
upward and upward stretched the arm until it seemed 
that the sun must be blotted out by it. Then at the top 
it broadened and spread into mushroom shape, and the 
next instant came tumbling and rushing down, a ruin 
of water. This sight the writer saw from a point two 
miles distant, and seen from there, the strangest thing 
about it s emed the absolute silence which accompanied 
so prodisious an upheaval. So long afterward as to 
seem alimost unrelated came the shock of the explosion, 
a dull, shuddering concussion that shook the leaves 
overhead like a stir of wind. Almost at the same 
moment two of the small boats, that were nearest to 
the scene of the explosion, tes ed their prows in the air 
and proceeded to buck jump like enfrenzied broncoes. 
The waves stirred up by the submarine volcano had 
reached them. As soon as their occupants could get 
settled in their seats they set to with their oars and 
rowed very hard and long for a far distant spot toward 
the further shore of the Sound, some miles away. Mean- 
time the explosion waves were widening and lessening. 


By the time the first one came opposite to the spot where 
the writer stood, it seemed to be little more than a foot 
high, and was much like any other swell, except for the 
singular fact that its progress was accompanied by a 
peculiar, hissing sound, not unlike the seething of 
broken ice in a surf, 

Two or three minutes later the water foamed and 
leaped in another spot a few hundred fcet away from the 
scene of the first spectacle. Then there was a double 
upricing, followed by a striking effect as one gigantic 
watersprite subsided just as another was leaping up. 
What seemed to be a mine of a somewhat different 
nature conviused a much broader rea, but did not drive 
the water so farupwad. After the last cf the explosions 
the government launches and a few other boats put out 
and collected hundreds of fish, the only victims of the 
formidable war machines. Some of the fish were killed 
outright, while many other had suffered the loss of 
navigatory powers to such an extent that they were un- 
able to dive and flopped feebly on their sides within 
a few inches of the surface, where they fell an easy prey 
to the unsportsmanlike fisherman.

RECORD OF A RECENTLY-DESIGNED 


AMERICAN HEAVY GUN. 
By a Spectal Contributor, 
U PON the authority of the leading ballistic engineer 


of this country, Col. James S. Ingalls, U.S. A. te- 
tired, whoce tablcs and measurements are accepted 
by all foreign ordnance constructors, the great guns of 
Europe, which have hitherto been able to outshoot, by 
miles, our heaviest weapons, are themselves outclassed, 
both in range, velocity and effectiveness by a recently- 
designed American weapon. This weapon, now nearing 
completion, is the most (far-reaching for its 
size, and the most destructive in the world. It is 
a rapid-fire, improved Brown segmental wire-tube gun. 
it is not a ponderous machine, but its startling feature 
is found in the fact that with a caliber of 4% inches it 
will hurl a steel projectile weighing fifty-five pounds 
nearly twenty-four miles, with a velocity of 3900 feet 
per second. The extreme range that can be obtained 
is twenty-five miles, with a velocity of 4000 feet per 
second. An idea of the great distance traversed by the 
projectile is shown by the fact that in reaching the 
highest point of its flight it rises nearly ten miles 
above the earth. The (time of flight of the projectile 
from its discharge to its fall is 108.3 seconds. The shell 
has a striking velocity of 1787-foot seconds at the ter- 
minus of range, a cufficient force to penetrate five inches 
of steel, and send a hole through a man-of-war, or de- 
moralize a regiment in a few seconds by its bursting 
fragments. 
Fifteen years have been consumed in perfecting and 
bringing about this new type of wire gun from former 


| systems. The first specimen constructed upon this idea

was publicly fired for the first time on April 12, 1890. 
Two of similar make, a naval 5-inch and a large 10- 
inch coast defense, have recently been tested at Sandy 
Hook by the government, both of which have accom- 
plished unequaled results. A special carriage has been 
necessarily designed for the gun, to stand the recoil, 
and also to give the desired firing angle of 54 deg. 
The noteworthy feature of the gun is the system of 
construction, whereby it is possible to sustain such 
enqrmous pressures. The unequaled range and tremen- 
dous energy necessary to send a shell twenty-four and 
twenty-five miles is obtained by using a larger powder 
chamber, allowing a corresponding greater powder 
charge, together with a long caliber, a greater pressure 
behind the projectile, not only in the chamber, but 
throughout the whole length of the piece, thereby giv- 
ing a greater velocity to the projectile. It is claimed 
that it is impossible to burst the gun by gunpowder. 
The weight of the gun is four tons, it will use a 26- 
pound charge of smokeless powder. The length of the 
projectile proper is 20 inches, the brass case containing 
the fixed ammunition—making but one movement in 
breech action—is 40 inches long. The brass cartridge 
case will hold, if charged to its utmost capacity, thirty- 
two pounds of smokeless powder, and with this charge 
the muzzle velocity will be abowg 4000 feet per second, 
giving a maximum range of twenty-five miles, which is 
the world's record for any size gun. 

The tube and main foundation of the body of the gun 
are composed of curled-steel sheets, one-seventh of an 
inch thick, extending the full length of the tube. These 
steel sheets are wound by square steel Wire one-s:venth 
of an inch thick, ten miles of which is consumed fm har- 
nessing in the enormous force and energy carried by 
the weapon. One inch square of the wire will sustain 
25,000 pounds of dead weight. It is practically certain 
that the hitherto unheard-of pressure of 96,000 pounds, 
and beyond, per square inch, will be withstood by the 
new gun, while the same pressure is sufficient to burst 
any built-up gun now in existence into thousands of 
pieces. So far beyond the forecast of all future attain- 
ments in gun construction is the projected performance 
of this weapon that ityovertops all existing ballistic 
measurements necessitating an entirely new set of 
computations. : 

The principal features and advantages of the new 
gun are worth noting. By means of the tension due to 
the wire winding, all parts of the core or firing tube 
are bound together with sufficient pressure to cause a 
tremendous frictional adhesion, so that the wire wound 


| 


gun is stronger than a gun forred to the same thickness. 
The division of the core into parts gives it en advantage 
over the same thickness of solid metal, in that a crack 
or rupture at any point will not depreciate its useful- 
ness, whereas a flaw in solid metal may induce rupture 
of the whole structure. The wire is so wound that a 
practically uniform compressive resistance in the firing 
tube is secured throughout its length. It has been 
found by actual experiment that there can be no move- 
ment of the segments upon each other, the enormous 
friction developed by the tension of the wire winding 
rendering this impossible. Dependence is placed ubon 
the layers of wire surrounding the tube to prevent rup- 
ture. These wrappings give the gun ample tangential 
strength. The tube is chiefly the medium for transmit- 
ting the tremendous shock of explosion to the en- 
velope. 

When the batteries at Sandy Hook and on Coney 
Island were designed it was expected that they would 
make the bombardment of New York by a hostile fleet 
an impossibility. They would command what is known 
as the “deep-water pocket, off Coney Island, and any 
warship attempting to maneuvre in that locality for the 
purpose of approaching the boroughs of Brooklyn and 
Manhattan near enough to enable the vessel's guns to 
throw shells into the city would encounter such a re- 
ception from 12-inch, 10-inch and 8-inch guns and 12- 
inch mortars as to put her out of action in a compara- 
tively short time. Even though a large fleet should try 
to silence the batteries on one side and shell the city 
on the other, the enemy would have very little hope of 
success, for the “deep-water pocket” is not large enough 
to permit the handling of a large squadrcn to advantage. 
And, inasmuch as only at that point was it possible for 
ships drawing twenty-five feet and upward to approach 
the city within range of the ordinance hitherto con- 
structed, the army engineers and the artillery officers 
felt that they had achieved a practically permanent 
victory over the attacking powers. 

But now comes upon the scene a gun which, if it 
were cn a ship lying almost cut of sight of Sandy Hook, 
could still bombard the whole of Manhattan Island. At 
a distance of six miles from the mortar batteries on 
Plum Island, a ship would be fourteen miles from Sandy 
Hook forts and thirteen miles from Romer Shoal— 
beyond the effective reach of any of the heavy guns 
mounted for the defense of New York: but she would 
be within 23.9 miles of the whole Manhattan, Hoboken, 
Jersey City, Newark, Elizabethport,. Staten Island, 
Sandy Hook, Coney island, Brooklyn, Long 
Island City. Flushing, Astoria and Morrisa- 
nia—destroying everything in the zone of its 
fire. It is claimed that a wire-wound gun of this type 
constructed with a 10-inch caliber will have a range 
of thirty-five miles. Hitherto undreamed possibilities 
of warfare and defense are brought out by such a state- 
ment—but the claims are well sustained by what has 
already been done. The government is making thor- 
ough tests of existing types of the new weapon at 
Sandy Hook. Great Britain's army and navy no longer 
use the built-up gun. At the present day they are being 
constructed upon the wire-wound principle. .

STRANGE NESTING SITES, 


BLUEBIRD BUILDS IN A LETTERBOX—NESTS IN 
FREIGHT TRAINS AND ELEVATORS. 


{Baltimore Sun:] The peculiar nesting sites of the 
birds in the vicinity of Laitimore are a most interesting 
study. Several days ago on the old Liberty road the 
completed nest of a bluebird was found in a letter box, 
which was in constant use. When found a letter was 
lying beside the nest and one of the birds was in the box. 

In Dulaney’s Valley a sparrow hawk appeared at a 
barn and drove from a box in which it had made its 
home a wren. The hawk threw out the wren's nest and | 
soon completed one of its own, and there reared its 
young. 

Upon level tops of city houses bullbats or night hawks | 
frequently lay their eggs. 

The cow bird deposits its eggs in the nests of other 
and weaker birds for them to incubate. Only one egg 
is usually deposited in the nest. The discovery of a 
summer tanagers nest a short time ago, in which four 
cow-bird eggs reposed, besides one of the proprietor's, 
was considered a most unusual case by ornithologists. 

In the telegraph poles about the suburbs of the city 
two members of the woodpecker family, the flicker and 
the red head, frequently make their homes, burrowing 
into the wood. In the masts of abandoned vessels they 
also rear their young. 

English eparrows frequently build in freizht trains and 
their nests and inhabitants are sometimes taken across 
the continent. Frank C. Kirkwood, secretary of the 
Game and Fish Association, tells of a find he made in a 
large tree On Kent Island. In the top was the nest of a 
fish crow; further down was a | shhawk’'s, in the sticks 
of which were five purple grack s, with young ones, and 
four English sparrows’ nests. Yarther down a flicker's 
pest and three more grackles, and the nest of one wren. 

William H. Fisher, a well-known ornithologist of this 
city, has in his collection a double nest of a chipping 
sparrow. It was found near Baltimore and contained one 
egg in one apartment and three in the other. 

In the glass globes of the arc electric lights of the 

city English sparrows and purple grackles sometimes 
build. 
Barn owls, despite the noise around the grain ele- 
vators, have been known to rear their young in the 
buildings. Mr. Kirkwood last year found very intimate 
relations existing between the families of a  red-taiJ 
hawk and a gray squirrel. The hawk's nest was built 
upon the squirrel’s, and both of them were inhabited. 
In the sails of boats which have been laid by for the 
summer tree swallows have been known to build theit 
nests.

The Newspapers. — 
The journalists of Guadalajara may be justly proud 
of the development of her press within recent years, 
and which at present consists of two daily papers and 
a number of other journals varying in the frequency 
of their publication. Art, literature, music and com- 
merce each have a special advocate in her field of jour- 
nalism. As a military rendezvous, much importance is 
attached to dhe city, and several companies of cavalry 
and infantry are constantly quartered here. The bar- 
racks are located in several parts of the city, the prin- 
cipal one being a handsome structure fronting the 
lovely garden of San Francisco, in the midst of which 
stands a splendid ument erected to the memory 
of Gen. Ramon Corona. The city has in all nineteen 
public parks and gardens, in the highest state of cul- 
tivation, a detailed description of which would fli a 
volume, and then be incomplete. The Plaza de Armas 
is considered the most beautiful, and three evenings 
in the week it is the scene of a grand open-air concert 
and pasear. Upon these occasions the military band, 
consisting of some sixty pieces, renders the latest 
classical and operatic airs in a most creditable manner, 
and the whole populace turns out in force to enjoy the 
musical treat. During the exercises, a grand prom- 
enade is kept up around the brilliantly-lighted square,

Overecats and artificial heat are alike unknown in 
Guadala‘aia. The city lies at an altitude of 4660 feet 
above the sea level, to which fact it owes the rare 
salubrity of its climate. The temperature during the 
winter months ranges from 60 to 70 deg., and the mer- 
cury during midsummer never rises above 85 deg. The 
wet season here ia from June to October, during which 
period the rainfall is very heavy. The water supply 
of Guadalajara is of a very excellent quality, and her 
illumination is furnished by a modern electric-light 
plant. 

There ure at present about six hundred Americam 
permanently residing in the city, but this number ia 
rapidly increasing. The inducements offered to men of 
capital and ability are very great, and there is an utter 
absence of edve:se sentiment, which is erroneously sup- 
posed by some to exist toward Americans. On the con- 
trary, the mast courteous treatment is accorded the lat- 
ter by the better classes, who are ever ready to extend 
a welcoming hand to their brothers of the North who 
come to join them in their onward march to prosperity.

UPS AND DOWNS IN MINING.

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HE stories of fo tunes won and lost in mining ven- 
T often read like fairy tales, but are only too 

true in many instances. A quarter of a century 
ago a number of miners near La Porte, in Plumas 
county, Cal., pooled their capital to open a gravel do- 
posit which they felt sanguine would pay well. Tun- 
nels were run, shafts sunk, cuts made, but still the 
channel wos not tapped. They staked their all pon 
one long tunnel; borrowed from their friends, o tained 
credit to the utmost limit at the stores, and then or- 
rowed from the local bank until friends, merchants and 
banker alike declared they could aid them no longer. 
The miners were distcariened, and rersuacei the ben« r 
to take the mine and give them a receipt in full, The 
banker had already put mcre money int) the mine than 
he could afford, but, impelle! by a blind faith, he ai! 
aside $500, determined to risk that much more, and if 
he found nothing, to give up the mire. Within rose 
Hays pay gravel was struck, and from this Was €x- 
tracted more than $100,000 in a single summer. 

One of the richest mines in Colorado was discovered 
through an act of despera on. The croppings on a hil 
attracted the attention of an experienced miner. He 
located a mine, ran a tunn Il. ond spent thousands of 
dollars in development work, but without results. ile 
reached the limit of his credit, and then, in an hour 
of desperation, pledged what little property he had 
left, invested It in giant powder, went into the mine 
alone and placed it so as te completely wreck the work- 
ings, for he had determined that if he could not Gnd 
the ledge, no one clse ever should. His plans were 
well laid, and the explosion was a tremendous one. 
After it was over, some sirange fancy led him to £0 
down to the tunnel once more and see whet destruction 
had been wrought. The tunnel was in ruins. but the 
explosion had laid open one of the richest veins of sil- 
ver ever discovered in that State. It was afterward 
found that the main tunnel] for 400 feet had pavalle'ed 
this rich vein. 

A remarkable strike was at one time made near the 
town of Bangor, in Butte county. An Euglishman, who 
had had much expericn.e n m.ning, was w.thout means, 
but the landlady of a hotel gave him board and lodg- 
ing for several months, so confident was she that he 
would find a paying ledee. Seat eng h svo'd ter hotel, 
but told the landlord she would pay the Englishman's 
board and Jodging for a month, but if be found nothing 
during that time he must shift for himself. At the 
end of the third week he struck a pocket of quartz that 
was so rich it had to be guarded cay and nieht with a 
man armed with a gun, and when the Englishman and 
a hired man worked the rock both were armed to the 
teeth for fear of robbers. In former years a tunnel 
had been run and a shaft sunk on the property. Strange 
as it may seem, the tunnel had missed this pocket by 
only a foot, while the shaft had gone down within six 
inches ef it, 

A tragic occurrence took place near Nevada City in 
connection with the discovery of a rich quartz mine. 
An eastern man with considerable capital bought an 
undeveloped property and spent thousands of dollar 
in running tunnels and sinking shafts. He continued 
until his last penny was gone. He could not bear the 
thought of being poor and dependent where he had 
wealthy, so resolved upon a fatal act. He 
the doors and windows of his house, and delib- 
erately killed his wife and children and then took his 


own life. For a long time the mine lay idle, but at 
length it was bought by three miners, who went to 
work and within a week discovered a splendid ledge of 


valuable rock which paid them thousands of dollars.

DEALS are subject to the same conditions of change 

as affect the material world. In no department of life 

would the ideals of past generations be satisfactory to 
the men and women of today. If their dreams could 
have come to pass in the lifetime of those who dreamed 
them they might have brought ¢ontentment and happi- 
ness, but when in the evolution of ages, they reached ful- 
lilment, a new generation had come into existence with 
ideals of its own. And so always we are looking toward 
the future to satisfy our longings, but through this end- 
less struggle to attain the ideal the standards of hu- 
manity are lifted up. 

Since marriage is the most vital of the relations of 
life, it should demand the noblest ideals, but these are 
possible only to the most highly developed men and 
women. As this development increases, the ideals 
broaden, and those of early days seem inconceivably 
narrow. The man of the past was far more exacting 
in his requirements for a wife than was the latter in 
hers for a husband, because his judgment and diserim 
ination were more fully matured, and also because he 
was in a position to “pick and choose.” It is idle for 
one who has no freedom of choice to make stipulations. 
and this was absolutely denied to the woman of the 
past. Unless she had money, and this was seldom the 
case in the “good old time,” she must magry or have a 
life of the most humiliating dependence on relatives and 
friends. Even with ample means she was not permitted 
by custom to make an independent home of her own, 
but was forever compelled to prove, 

“How salt the savor of another's bread, 

How hard the passage to descend and climb 

By other's star- 
even though she paid for this privilege. The free, inde- 
pendent, greatly envied “bachelor maid” of today is a 
transformation of the much-hampered, deeply-pitied 
“old maid” of other days. If the father had not ac- 
cumulated enough to leave her a competence, which was 
difficult in those times of small fortunes, she had no 
resource except school teaching for a pittance or the un- 
rewarded slavery of the needle. Even these opportuni- 
ties were few, and her usual fate was the unpaid, little- 
regarded position of the spinster drudge in the family 
of a married brother or sister, without honor and with- 
cut profit, and with the general verdict of having made 
a failure of life. 

Under these circumstances it is not strange that the 
vast majority of women would rather take any chances 
than those of “single blessedness.” But in those days, 
as now, the villages were denuded of young men, who 
were obliged to reek a livelihood elsewhere, and even 
in the larger places the marriageble men went to sea 
or to war or “out West’ to find a fortune. With more 
pros ive wives than prospective husbands, and with 
the strong necessity for marriage cn the part of women, 
it was out of the question to wait for “ideal hushands.” 
And, under such conditions, what sort of an ideal was a 
woman capable of forming? Without education hereelf, 
she was nct fitied fcr cn intellectual companions) ip, and, 
although she would feel a natural pride in any high 
sosition her husband might atta’n, she was little adapted 
to bear her share of its honors. 

In all ages women have striven to embody the ideal 
of themselves which men have cherished, and the latter 
have been so situated that they could search for the 
ideal wife, defer marriage until she was found, or, fail- 
ug in the quest. lead useful, honored, independent lives, 
m no wise affecte! by the fact of never having wedded. 
Man's ideals in generations past were comprehensively 
expressed in the thirty-first Proverb—virtue above all 
wise, and then the perf ct housekeepers industrious, ben- 
wvolent, God-fearing, at work before daylight in the 
norning and not letting her candle go out at night. For 
meounted gencratons women strove to live up to the 
tandrrd of this women in the Proverts, and if they fel) 
»vehind occasionally, the preachers, the elders and the 
tusbands pointed to the Good Book and spurred them 
on. 

What sort of an d al for a husband these women vee 
lormulating in their minds, through all those genera. 
tions, never will be known, for the records were kept 
by men and the opinions of women were not considered 
worthy of a place therein. We may imagine, however, 
that it might have been comprised in a single sentence: 
The ideal husband is the one who does not take advan- 
lage of the power which the law confers upon bim. 

Leaving the centuries out of consideration, let us go 
back only fifty years and examine the relative condit oas 
of husbands and wives. At marriage the legal existence 
of the women was blotted out forever, while the man 
added to his own all which she had lost. The two were 
one and he was the one, with the dual rights and priv- 
lleges merged in himself. With the last words of the 
marriage ceremcny, all the property which she pes es ed., 
with its rents and profits, and all that might come to 
her by gift and inheritance, passed into his absolute 
control. She had spoken the vows which made it im- 
possible for her ever to own a dollar's worth of any 
thine while the husband lived. She had entered into a 
partnership in which she was to rive the services of a 
lifetime in exchange tor her board and clothes: while 
her partner at his death could will to an outsider the 


y 


full proceeds of the carnings of the two, except the use 
of one-third of the real estate for life. and a small por- 
tion of the personal property. She could not hope %y 
work oujside to lay up something for old age, as her 


earnings also belonged to her husband. 
Almost invariably a large family of children followed 


marriage, but, although brought into the world at the 
peril of the mother’s life, and reared in toil and anxie y. 
their gun dianship s as vested entirely u the father, and 
without her consent, he could bind out the little ones, 
or dispose of them by will, even the unborn to the utter 
exclusion of the mother. Under these conditions was 
there room in the woman's heart for any other ideal of 
a husband than one who would not avail himself of the 
rights conferred by law? 

No provision was made for the education of girls, and, 
with the household demands cn womea besinning before 
daylight and lasting into the night, there was no op- 
portunity for reading, study and development of the 
mind. As the wife saw the mental gulf widen between 
herself and her husband, naturally she would rot cher sh 
an ideal of one who would be even stronger inte Icctually, 
since she was denied all participation in the church, 
except a timid recital in prayer-meeting of an “experi- 
ence” which she never would have dared to give in full; 
and since her religious nature was constantly appealed 
to in order to keep her submissive under her wrongs, 
She certainly would not create an ideal man who should 
be still more devoted to the religion of his fathers. She 
never would have formed an ideal of a more “masterful” 
man, of one who_would take greater pride in his posi- 
tion as the “head of the family.” for this limit already 
had been reached. ; 

Our foremothers kept no record of their ideal man, 
not even on the feded pages of those little worn diarics. 
Wherever their brief, practical entries go beyond the 
details of the household expenses and the family ill- 
nesses, into the realm of aspiration, it is always in re- 
gard to the heavenly life. The conditions of this one 
they cons:dered Leyond remedy. But, understanding the 
nature of woman, and knowing that her dearest hopes 
her fondest desires, are concentrated in the future of her 
children, we may well believe that these old-time 
mothers did dream of an ideal husband for their daugh- 
ters, and that if interrupted, it would have read “A 
man who will lift woman up to a plane with himself.” 

For the past two generations men have been ap 
proaching this ideal, slowly at first, and with extreme 
caution, but, satisfied with the experiment, they have 
made practically no retrogressive steps, although there 
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never bas been a time when they did not have it in 
their power to withdraw all the privileges which had 
been granted. With the new womanhood which has 
thus developed, the mans ideals of a wife have broad- 
ened to include many attributes which never would have 
oceurred to his forefathers. Virtue is still first in the 
iinet, but, before even the domestic qualities, the man of 
brains places an education. The modern man wants 
also a public spirited woman, whose ideas reach beyond 
the limits of her own baus hold. The highest ideal of 
his ancestors would by no means satisfy bis own re- 
quirements for a wife. 

Woman le now, for the firet time in all history, so sit- 
uated that she can create an ideal husband and not be 
compelled to accept a substitute, and she has set the 
standard far beyond any that the woman of the past 
could have dreamed of. Her very first exaction that hp 
should recognize her equality of rizhts, legal and domes- 
tic. would have thrown the forefathers into a fit of 
apoplexy and paralyzed the foremothers, but the best 
type of manhood in the present generation is not at all 
disturbed by this demand. He is not like his ancestors 
who placed their honor in the sacred keeping of the 
wife, but were very careful that che did not get a chanc> 
at the pocketbook. Her request that a portion of the 
family income be tet apart for her sole use and that she 
be not asked to give an account of the same, does not 
seem unreasonable to him. I remember distinctively, 
however, a case that came under my observation many 
years ago. A man of large means was very desirous of 
marrying a shool teacher. He paid the most assiduous 
court; he used every possible argument; and finally one 
day, when he had melted into tears and declared that 
his life would be ruined without her, she told him 
frankly that she did not like to give up her financial 
independence for the deependent condition of all her 
married friends, but if he would secure to her the same 
income which she was now receiving she would marry

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DEADLIEST OF GERMS. 


NEW YORK HEALTH BOARD'S CAM- 
PAIGN AGAINST TETANUS.

HE New York Health Hard is engaged in a siege 
Te what it states ‘officially to be the most deadly 
disease known to man, i. e., lockjaw. The public 
attitude toward this disease ts that it is a dreaded bug- 
avoo, the realization of which is seldom manifested in 
real life. But it is not generally known that one cepart- 
ment of the Health Board directs energy to nothing else 
than the prevention of the malady in animals; that 
Bellevue Hospital always has at leut one human patient 
coomed to death because of the disease; that no animal 
ever yet got well of it; that no human being ever got 
well of its acute form; that there is no cure for it once 
its symptoms bave strongly menifested themselves; that 
"he microbe of tetanus lurks literally everywhere and 
that any perscn may-contract the disease and have it 
sometime without knowing it. For the peculiarity of 
this deadliest of germs is that having once entered the 
human body, on the point of a rusty nail or otherwise, 
it will incubate and quietly pcison the whole blood and 
nervous system before it is even felt by its unfortunate 
host and that the symptoms which then suddenly mani- 
fest themselves are really not the beginning of the 
disease, but the beginning of the death struggle of the 
sufferer. 
The lockjaw microbe is the microbe of dirt, and hence 
with the disappearance of snow from the ground, and 
throughout the spring of the year, every person is liable 
to take it into the system with any accidental cut or 
bruise. It is a disease Of the spring and summer, the 
mortality of which ig greatest about the Fourth of July, 
hence the present activity of the Health Board. In view 
of the facts, therefore, one of the leading physicians of 
the department was asked to describe the malady, to 
tell how it is contracted, where it is found most preva- 
lent, and what is being done to offset its terrible effects.

Greatest of All Dangers. 


“Of all the dangers that lurk unseen in the pathways 
of mankind, tetanus or lockiaw ‘s the mcst io Le dreaded. 
For late investigations show that no perron is immune 
from it: that the prince or the pauper, the stay-at-home 
or the gad-about, may become suddenly inocculate! 
with equal facility; that it lurks in the dust of cities, 
in the soil of the farm, tn the mortar of ancestral homes, 
in hay dust, in barracks and hospitals, in spider webs, 
in the water of Dead Sea; that age does not kill it, 
cold does not troy it, and even from heat that will 
kill most germs, it emerges phoenix-like to continue its 

work of cestruction. Unlike diphtheria and otger forms 
of toxic poisoning, the symptoms of which become ap- 
parent immediately, the disease is acquired, the bacillus 
of lockjaw propagates undetected in the body until the 
original wound through which it entered has entirely 
healed, and perhaps has been forgotten, after which it 
suddenly reveals its presence and the horrible result of 
its toxic propensity with a virulence that will be up- 
preciated when it is pointed cut that compared with the 
dried venom of the cobra (the deadliest of snakes,) the 
tetanus bacillus is over 17@ times more poisonous; that 
it is 2000 times more poisonous than prussic acid, 2500 
times more poisonous than strychnine, and 5000 times 
more poisonous than atropine. 

“The geographical distribution of tetanus is limited 
only to those parts of the earth inhabited by man. In 
other words it is found everywhere. But there are some 
spote where it lurks with particular persistance. New 
York City seems to be the center of a lockjaw district. 
The bacilli have been found in the street dirt of Man- 
hattan and also in the dust from Long Island and New 
Jersey. Dr. Williams of the New York Health Depart- 
ment twice obtained them from the air of the city. 
Yet this is not startling in view of its prevalence in 
other parts of the world. The Hudson River Valley is 
full of it. That is to say, the microbe lurks in the soil. 
The same condition pertains to Southern Pennsylvania, 
to Virginia in its eastern and central portions, to Geor- 
gia around Savannah, which had a reputation for lock- 
jaw as long as 1776, to Southern Louisiana, to Illinois, 
and Southern California. As a globe trotter the germs 
ave followed in the wake of the armies of the world,

Hence the countrymen who receive any kind 
of a cut in which dirt has entered will do well to have 
it attended to at once, for once allow the germ to grow, 
the rapidity with which the poison operates is remark- 
ble. Roux and Vaillard injected a fatal dete of tetanus 
poison into the middie part of the tails of several rats. 
After varying lengths of time the tails of the rats were 
cut off. In every case where the cutting off of the tails 
was delayed longer than forty minutes, the animal died. 
Hamund Rose says that no one ought to eat fruit picked 
from the ground in an orchard, without thoroughly 
washing it, because the earth ch'nging to such fruit may 
contain tetanus germs which might find lodgment in 
some unhealed tooth socket in the jaw. 

“The savages of the New Hebrides were familiar with 
the operation of lockjaw ; oiscn, for this ‘s the poison they 
used on their arrow points, obtaining it from the slime 
that lined the crabholes in swamps. Probably these 
Savages knew that the poison might be swallowed with 
more or less impunity, but its presence in a festering 
opening, such as an arrow wound leaves, would cause 
horrible death in a few days. The curious property of 
the poison is that it needs a pechiiar environment in 
order to produce detrimental effects. For it is the pois- 
onous effects of the germs, not the germs themselves, 
that cause fatal results. You might inject into the body 
ene or two million spores from which the toxine had 
beef removed and get little or no troublesome effects. In 
fact this was done to guinea pigs and it proved harmless, 
because the white blood cells—the policemen of the cir- 
culatory system—rap'diy al sorbed th m, ate them bodily 
and so prevented them generating more poison. But 
when even non-pathogenic organisms were Injected with 
the tetanus bacilli, or when there was a previous bruise 
of the tissues or when the bacilli were protected by an 
injection of agar jelly or any other substance which 
prevented the white blood cells from attacking them, 
then the injection always proved fatal. So it will be 
seen that a mixed infection is necessary for tetanus to 
develop. 


Peculiarities of the Critter. 


“The bacilli of tetanus is a slender rod usually occur- 
ring singly. It will not grow at a temperature below 14 
degrees centigrade. It will (hrive at 20 degrees centigrade 
and likes best the ordinary temperature of the human 
body. It will not live in the presence of oxygen, which, 
by the way, is an important fact, from a medical stand- 
point. Unlike some other germs it does not speed 
through the body after having once entered it. but re- 
mains in the wound through which it entered. The 
poison it makes, however, rapidly traverses the blood 
and even the nervous system, those muscles nearest the 
wound, however, being soonest affected. It affects the 
body in a manner similar to strychnine, but beyond this 
general declaration there is very little to be said con- 
cerning its action.

“Knockout drops, that is to eay chloral, is one of the 
leading remedies for tetanus. Morphine and certain 
bromides may also be use! with good effect, but the anti- 
toxine treatment is the best preventive. Remember 1 
say preventive; there is no cure for the acute form of 
the disease. This is because the microbe usually gives 
no sign of its presence in the body until the sufferer is 
thoroughly poisoned. Suppose you tread upon a rusty 
nail or cut your foot, and dirt containing lockjaw mi- 
crobes gets into the wound. The wound which may be 
slight may beal up and even be forgotien, for the mi- 
crobe must go through a period of incubation in itself, 
and apparently puts the body to no inconvenience. Th's 
period of incubation may be short or long; it may be 
One day or one month, depending on the virulence of 
the microbes.

The Royal Caravan. - 


At the head of the man curavan will be the sedan 
chairs of the Emperor aad his ‘first wife” and the 
Dowacer Empress. With them will te the court eunuchs, 
who act as te vans. Other sedan chairs follow these, 
containing the Emperor's :everal wives or concubines 
of lower caste. With them are numerous evnuchs as 
servants, dancing altendan e on their every want. 

Only cne person rides in a elan chair, and each one 
is cariied by two cooles at cach end. On these long 
journeys, twelve coclies ususliy accompany each chair, 
and work in relays half an hour apart. Eight coolies 
are always trott ung alongsice of the chair by the four 
carrying it, awaiting their turn. 

Other chairs containing minor members of the Im- 
perial party may be carried by two small mules, such 
as they have in China, by putting one at each end be- 
tween the poles and tuep niing from the animals’ backs.

is very easy and comfortable, the long bamboo carry- 
ing poies giving it quite a spring effect. 

The chair belonging to the “Son of Heaven” and that 
belonging to the Heaven-sent Dowager Empress are 
most elaborate affairs in their interior decorations of 
fancy silks. 

The rest of this imperial caravan is made up of a 
long line of camels, and a still longer line of Peking 
carts for transporting the treasure and goods. The 
camels in China are the bactrin species, or dromedary, 
and have two hunches. They are somewhat larger and 
faster travelers than the singie-hunched camels or 
Arabia and Egypt. 

A Peking cart is the most primitive and cruel affair 
on wheels, and is as springless as the foundations of 
your house. Some of our ledges should get one to take 
the plate of the goat in initiating a new candidate. Nec- 
esearily, a Peking cart must be very strong. They are 
drawn by mules hitched into shafts. 

Add to this long caravan the guard of imperial troops 
and you have a procession so picturesque, so queer, and 
so enigmatical that there is nothing of its like in the 
world to compare it with.

Importance cf the Journcy. 


Weak in body and mind, as the Emperor is reportec 
to be, and as reduced in health as is the Dowager Em 
press, there are no rulers of any nation on earth whos 
movements are watched with as great anxiety as the 
march of Kwang Su and the Dowager Empress toward 
Peking. The pesce of the world may depend upon his 
being successfully replaced on the D:raron throne, that 
has been unoccupied, except by an occasional “foreign 
devil,” since August l4last. There rvlers of the most popu- 
lous country on earth are leiving a province near where 
millions of their subjects are suffering from an awful 
famine. What will meet their eyes on the advance ta 
Peking’ They wll see the awful devastation wrought 
by both his own subjects and the allied troops, and 
other “foreign devils.” The allied troops entered the 
south gate of this oldest city of antiquity on August 14 
last, and the area inclosed by the city’s great walls was 
not large cnough to hold the Emperor and the Empreas, 
and so many “foreign-devil” soldiers at the same time.

It 
certainly is, or they feared the worst, and probably 
never thought of returning to make Peking the capital 
again. in the old days, Pekine’s great gates were 
closed at crrtain hours of the night, to remain so until 


morning. No one could entér cr leave the city at night. 
Now the Emperor and Dowager Empress will find the 
gates wide open at al! tires. Tre p-actical American, 


and othe:s, regardless of the tredit'ors and sacredness 
of these walls, and the things within tuem, bare cut 
holes through in some pleces. so short cuts could be 
taken to reach certain points, Instead of going ‘way 
around to enter at a big. cumbersome gate. MK is un- 
fortunate for the Emperor an the Dowager Empress, 
for China, and for the powers of the earth, that these 
rulers of the greatest number of people on carth, will 
nriss sceing the troops from all the nations, meeting 
their gallant officers, and getting a good, square look at 
the “foreign devil“ cs he really is. But they have tried 
as hard not to see them as the commanders In China 
have tried to get them to see them. 

Since these unfortunate rulers lest caw their palaces, 
their Temple of Heaven, and their great city walls, they 
have been gazed upon and marveiled at by almost every 
race and caste of the earth, from the turbaned Sikh 
and puggareed Hindoo to the American coldier boy from 
our remotest interior. A missionary gentleman from 
Peking has truthfully said, that practically all personal 
property in that city has changed hands since the allies 
entered its gates. The imperial family will find this te 
be the case, and will no doubt wonder what has be- 
come of the things, conspicuous by their absence, from 
the palace, the Altar of Heaven, the Dowerer Empress’: 
winter palace outside the Forbidden City, the Emperor’: 
summer palace, the. Thousand Buddha Temple, the 
Mongol Luna Temple; within all these sacred premises 
they will observe the reckless devastation. 

When these two rulers enter their private joss house 
to worship their gilded Buddhas, they will find that 
every bit of silk cord and ivory motto, everything 
movable—gone, taken by the irresistible curio hunter. 
They will also find that people less innocent than thesa 
have taken the heavenly pale-blue vases, hundreds of 
years old, besides Cloisenne pieces worth thousands of 
dollars “ach; in fact, they will find the imperial palace 
very thoroughly stripped of its belongings as they knew 
it. Will they hold some of the eunuchs left in charge 
of the palace, and who simply gazed terror-stricken at 
the sight of the “foreign devil,” responsible, and have 
them beheaded? Will the merchant class of Chinese 
who worked with the loot speculators have to pay the 
penalty with their lives? 


Subjects Reduced to Poverty. 


Many af their subjects, who were formerly wealthy,

cording to the rules adopted at The Hague conference. 
It enumerates them as follows: 

First. The atrocities permitted by the Russian troops. 
. Second. The punitive expeditious organized by vari- 
ous powers. 
Third. The armed support given to adjust the claima 
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of Catholic Chrisiians by the French authorities, or, 
at al! events, by French troops. 

Fourth. The loot'ng of the Peking Observatory. 

Fifth. The charity from loot practiced by some Prot- 
estant and British missionaries. 

The number of foreign troops of all nations sent to 
Peking approached one hundred thousand men. Includ- 
ing followers, the number would exceed that. England 
alone had 25,0% followers from India. It is safe to 
Say that each one of these men took something frém 
Peking as a souvenir, and an adjlitional something or 
more for friends. Many malle articles of embroidery 
and silk goods in addition. Some would take a piece 
of jade, an opium or Water pipe, a fur coat, a pair of 
odd shoes, a bit of jewelry—comething. Officers and 
many others took well-packed trunks filled with loot; 
it matters not whether they bought u and paid for it. 
All Chinese coods sent ont of North China since August 
last cannot be catled a better name than “oot. If each 
of the 100,600 men took two articles of loot, it is plain 
that 200,000 pieces went out. But it is reasonable to 
fay that nearer 1.090.000 pieces of looted articles, in 
clothing and curios, not considering silver bullion or 
money at all, went out of North China since August 
last never to be returned. That would make an average 
of only’ ten pieces to each man. But many took hun- 
dreds. 

I saw one missionary load eighteen trunks full of 
Chinese goods on the lighter boat Riley at Tongku, to 
carry out to the army transport Indiana, off Taku, for 
shipment to America. An awful storm came up. The 
Kley had to put back, and some of the trunks were 
broken epen on account of the lighter’s plunges. The 
character ef the goods contained in the trunks broken 
open were easily recognized as goods classed there in 
hbeptember last as loot, 


A Caravan Loaded With Loot. 


On the 27th day of October lest, in traveling from 
Tung Chow, fifteen miles, to Peking by mule cart, the 
Writer Met a caravan of pft camels, a large number 
of Peking carts and coolle freight whcelbarrows, com 
pieting a train so long | bad to wait half an hour hear 
a cut in the road for the caravan to pass. A camel 
carries 600 pounds, or thereabouts, and each one was 
loaded with furs and all sorts of Chinese goods. Some 
of them were in bogs, but ethers were not, and could be 
easily recognized. The carts and wheelbarrows were 
ioaded in the same way. At Tung Chow these goods 
were loaded into Picho River boats for shipment to 
‘Tongku, whence they were loaded on cargo ships to be 
sent abroad. The British flag headed this loot caravan. 
‘ihe caravan was used to bring army supplies back to 
Peking from Tung Chow, and from appearances there 
seemed to be about as much loot going out of the coun- 
try as there were rations and clothing for the armies 
coming in. 

If 1,000,000 articles of Chinese goods went out of 
North China never to be returned, then the Chinese 
people Are really very great sufferers, for millions of 
dollars in personal property have been picked right up 
and taken away from the people. If any person who was 
in Peking or Tien-Tsin last August, Sentember, October, 
November and December can explain that any other 
business was done in these places and between, than 
the handling of army supplies, as goods coming into the 
country, and the handling of loot as goods gping out 
of the country, or held to be taken out, I woyld like to 
hear the explanation. Yer, the Emperor and the Dow- 
ager Empress will find conditicns in Peking and vicinity 
wery great changed, to the detriment of their empire 
and the bumiliation of themselves, But, probably, they 
deserve it.

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CALIFORNIA’S PALMS. 
DISTINGUISHING CHARACTERISTICS 


OF SOME OF THE SPECIES: 
By a Special Contributor. 


for the grandeur and beauty attained by many of 

the species, and Los Angeles might well be called 
the “City of Palms,” on account of their magnificence 
and profusion in almost every section of it. The parks, 
especially, are destined to become famous for their 
wealth of semi-tropical growth. 

The writer does not aim at anything like a compre- 
hensive description of the paims found in the State, but 
simply offers a few observations which should enable 
the amateur to identify many of the mcst beau Hul ones. 
Presuming that the traveler arrives at the Santa Fé 
depot, we Will begin with the Phoenix, of whieh there 
are several species. At this station may be found a 
court full of choice spe.imens of tie Phoonix canari«n:is, 
offering delightful shade to the weary traveler. (Pictures 
lilustrating this article will be seen on page 17.) Thier 
palm is one of the first to arrest the attention of the 
average easterner. It may he easily icen ificd, in almost 
any stage, by the eracefully arched ‘termina! Bares, the 
trunks, where present, being covered thickly with the 
scars of leaves shorn away by the gardener. The blos- 
soms are yellow, /spikes growing out from among the 
leaves, and bearing flowers of one sex only, the two 
sexes being upon different trees. The fruit is only a 
good imitation of the date of commerce, or a “false 
date,’ by reason of which the tree is known to many 
as the Phoenix dactylifera. It is a handsome, erect 
growing tree, the frvit of which seldom matures to a 
high degree of perfection in tkis State, excepting pos- 
sibly in a few favored localit'es. 

In order to produce fruit, the date needs a desert en- 
vironment. As an ornamental tree, however, it has 
made excellent growth in many paris cf the Sta e there 
being several fine specimens yet remaining of trees 
planted by the Spaniards over a gentury age. Notable 
among these is one on Date streét. Los Angeles. This 
is upward of 100 teet in height, and is awaiting, let us 
hope, the advent of some ;hilan‘hropist willing to bear 
the expense of its removal to a more desirable location 
in Elysian Park, where its ma estic shadows might find 
space to measure themselves for another century on the 
sands, in which it thrives. 

Phoenix reclinata cannct be better illustrated than in 
the type shown in the picture, as these two trees were 
planted in the tame yard sixteen years ago on the same 
day, and have shared 7 same soil and treatment ever 
since, with a differencé in growth and formation as 
shown in the phoiogtaph reproduced herewith. 

The Washingtonia pilifera is so named after the 
Father of his Country, but is more commoniy known as 
the California fah palm. There trees are found in all 
their native grandéur in many of the cafions in Colo- 
rado, growing in vast numbers to a height of eighty 
feet. They are readily identifed ly ther staie y g oath 
and comparatively smooth trunk, where the decayed 
branches have béen worn or cut away with their Sprous 
bases. The leaves are large terminal, orbicular, and eut 
nearly to the center with filiferous margins, with 
whick-the oriole loves to build her nest high among the 
encalyptus trees. There are many fne avenues of these 
trees in Los Angeles and Santa Barbara, which have 
been planted within the last thirty years, and Wavers 
height of thirty and forty feet. The Southern Pacific 
Company had one of these noble paime removed, some 
ten years ago, from San Pedro street to the open court 
at the Arcade Depot, to imp es) t'e artiving tourist with 
its giant trunk and s ately fo m. This tree is estimated

Frachycarpus excelea, or, as known to the trade, 
Chamaerops excelsa, is found in all cur zarke. it has a 
emall trunk, clothed with a hairy, fibrous mat, from 
which a water-proof rope is manufactured in Japan. 
The stems are long, sien“‘er, wnarmed, with a fan- 
shaped leaf cut into numerous segments, usually found 
erect. 

Chamaerops humilis, as the ntme implies, is a dwarf 
palm, humbly courting the fround with a wealth of 
suckers, Which conceal the trunk and have leaves re- 
sembiing those of Trachycarpus. The latter. however. 
have narrower segments and grow firmer from a long 
stem. armed on the margins with a smal! spine, hooked 
or straight. 

Livistonia australis, or Corypha australis, has a 
smooth, spirally-ringed tiunk, crowned with a dense 
globular mass of almost perfectly orbicular leaves, with 
drooping segments, complet ng the perfect symmetry of 
the top. 

Livistonia chinensis,or Latania b rbonica, a neer'y 
related species, yet only found, to any extent, in draw- 
ing-rooms and conservatories, being partial to sbade. 
jess common still, perhaps, is the shade-loving palm 
known as Raphis plavelliform’s, from Japan; recembling 
a small clump of bamboo, = a very decorative plant 
where grown well. Among other strictly house palms 
| mig be mentioned Caryota urens, “Fish-tail palm,” 
also Oreodoxia regia, “Royal palm, so much at heme ip 
Cuba and Hawaii, towering above others to a height 
of ninety feet, terminating in a crown of pinnately - 
vided leaves. 

Erythea armata, or blue palm, is easily identified by 
its very glaucous leaves of sea green or blue, and by the 
hooked spines found on the narrow petioles; while the 
companion species, Erythea ulis, an equally handsome 
palm, commonly known as the Guadalupe palm, differs 
in color and structure, having a stouter trunk, broader 
petioles and more numerous segments.

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+ PALESTINE FOR JEWS. 


THE REMARKABLE RISE AND GROWTH 
OF THE ZIONISTIC MOVEMENT. 


By a Special Contsibu/or. 


S PALESTINE to be reclaimed by the Jews? Will 

this people return to its own and reéstablish its 

former glory’ Recent movements in all parts of the 
world would seem to indicate that the wandering Jew 
is near the end of his wanderings. The fourth annual 
convention of American Zionists has just been held in 
Philadelphia, and the fifth annual congress of the world’s 
Zionists will shortly be held in Europe. Plaus for the 
complete recovery of the Holy Land are going steadily 
tor ward; large colonies have already been established 
in Palestine and every month sees substantial additions 
to the Jewish population of Judea. What do these 
movements indicate? At the lest Zicn sts congress held 
in London, Prof. R. Gottheil of Columbia University, 
fairly outlined the matter. “It is time,” said he, “that 
the nations understood our motives. Our purpose is 
gradually to colonize Palestine. We political Zionists de- 
sire a character from the Sultan authorizing us to set- 
tle in our Holy Land, and we ask the powers to approve 
and protect this charter.” 8 

The story of the wandering Jew is a particularly sad 
one and weaved in with the legends of his travels are 
the creeds of many who believe his condemnation to be 
a prophecy of the second coming of Christ. In its deep- 
est import, says one, the tradition is simply a wonderful 
picture of people forever suffering and yet undying; 
forever doomed to wander; without a home or any fixed 
abiding place; safe nowhere — yet immortal: trampled 
and beaten; robbed and persecuted; and yet, strangely, 
living and flourishing in spite of all. The mcst vigorous, 
virile and healthful people under the sun; the bravest 
and most enduring in battle and seige; the most pat- 
riotic and loyal of all people, they steadfastly, through 
all their wanderings and sorrows, cling to a land which 
is but a memory or a dream. 

Now, it seems their dream is about to be fulfilled. 
Already the leading Zionists are seeing visions of a new 
nation among nations, peopling a country which em- 
braces within its bounds the temperature and produc- 
tions of all climes, where from this vantage ground, the 
inherent genius of the Jews for things religious will 
reassert itself, and they will lead the nations of earth 
into the kingdom of spiritual man. 

The history of the Jewish people is toe well known 
to need retelling. They have been driven from land to 
land and persecuted for centuries. The war between 
Semitism and Ant!-Semnitism has waged fercely in every 
country on the globe. Now, as it shows signs of abating 
and when Jews and Christians are beginning to under- 
stand one another, this Zionistic movement starts in. 
Strangely enough, many, even from the early part of the 
Christian era, have believed that when the Jews them- 
selves would recognize Christ as something else than a 
false prophet, there wou'd come a recolonization of Pal- 
estine by the Jews. 

The present Zionistic movement began four years ago 
and was started by the zublicat on of Ler Vuze i Staat.“ 
(The Jewish State.) by Dr. Theodore Herzl, one of the 
editors of the Vienna Neue Freie Presse. Herzl ad- 
vocated the purchase of Palestine from Turkey, for the 
“purpose of building a Jewish State under the suzerainty 
of the Sultan and the protection of the powers. He 
mapped out a system of government, a national bank. a 
military organization and even suggested a flac—white 
containing seven gold stars. The book created a s°nsa- 
tion, and when Herzl called a congress of Zionists to 
meet at Basle, Switzerland, 400 delegates 
Herzl's plans were considerably modified. The idea of

an independent State was temporarily abandoned as 
premature and liabie to injure the cause. But the vision 
ary scheme had become an idea, and with his usual 


pertinacity and preservance, the Jew set about to ma- 


terialize the dream of Zionism. The first essential to 
ultimate success was money. Accordingly the Jewish 

lonial Trust, was formed, with $.0.(0),0 0 capital, 
and head officers in London.

this country 20,000 shares have been taken by almost 
as many subscribers. The trust was established not 


merely to furnish transportation for emigrants, but to 
establish factories, build railroads and telegraph lines 


and to help the colonists to a state of financial pros- | 


perity. 
In this country the movement was taken up in 1898, 


but because of the war with Spain little was done, the 
Jews fearing an unjust accusation of lack of patriotism 
in advocating a return to Palestine at a time when their 
present home needed them. At the first convention there 
were fifty delegates; at the one just held there were 
represented 12,000 members, 148 societies from 28 States 
and 89 cities, including Manila, where there are 15 Zion- 
ists in the United States hospital corps, and Matanzas. 
Cuba, where eight troopers cf the Sec nd Cavalry are in- 
terested in the movement. 

How far the settlement of Palestine has progreszed is 
best shown by reports of the various settlements. These 
settlements occupy about sixty square miles in Judea.

Gadrah, 
to the west, has 900 acres on which are 2000 selected 
Burgundy vines. Artuf, at the foot of the Judean moun- 
tains, contains only twenty families, while Kastinia, in 


Philistia, east of Ashdod, supports 120 families of Res- 


arabian Jews on its 1200 acres. Petakh Tikneh, north 
of Jaffa, is a more important colony. It has 750 inhab- 
itants, who tii] 3500 actes rais ng oranges, lemons and 
various flowers (cspecially roses and geraniums,) for 
essential oils. El Heiderah, north of Tantura, contains 
6000 acres. It is settled by Ruslan exiles. At the time 
of their arrival there, 700 acres of their colony were 
swampy marshes, and in consequence, malaria and ty- 
phoid threatened the success of the undortatirg. Baron 
Edmund de Rothschild, on Icarning of this state of af- 
fairs, drained the swamps and planted 50,000 eucalyptus 
tryees, so that at prerent the health of the colonists is 
not endangered. Tantura itself, contains a large glass 
factory. Zikron Yakub, on the slopes of Mours Carmel, 
contains 5000 acres, supporting 2000 Romanian Jews. 
mainly engaged in grape growing. This settlement 1s 
surrounded by cthers at Shefaya Umm et Tut and Umm 
el Jemail. Rosh Pinah, another of the more important 
colonies, has sixty houses, fire gardens, three springs, 
half a million vines, 80.000 mulberry trees and a silk 
factory employing sixty hands. Ye:sud Hamma'ah, near 
by. is a Polish settlement. It contains 900 acres, the oc- 
cupation of its settlers being the growing of flowers for 
essential oils, bee farming and silk weaving. To the 
southwest, just north of Fafed, and on the summit of the 
range of Upper Galilee is Ain Zeitun, at which place 
there are 300,000 vines. Other colonies are Mishmar ha 
Yarden, Mechanayim, Metulla, Beni Yesudah and Sahem 
el Janian (in the Trans-Jordan.) 

Everything in these settlements is up-todate The 
best machinery is instalicd and electricity pla)s a prom- 
inent part in the mechanical life of the colonies. The 
Kreat wine cellars at Rishon Zion are an example of 
this. All the grapes from the v:c nity are taken to the 
storage cellars, where they remain until modern ma- 
chinery converts them into luscious Burgundy, soft 
Pauternes and delicious sweet wines. 

The colonies are governed by a board elected ant ually 
at a general meeting. There are no courts and ail 
grievances are adjusted by the board. Decisions are 
invariably obeyed, for the board controls the entire 
water supply ani any :eccalcitrant member of the (o ony 
1s brought to terms by having his mecd cf water stor pod. 
Early this year a colonist was accused of a grave crime, 
and as the board did not care to take the responsibility 
of punishment on its own shoulders, a meeting of the 
colonists was called. It was de ide d unanimors y io «xcel 


the offender. His farm was purchssed ty the mi of 


the settlement in which he lived and he was ignomi- 
nously expelled. 

The schools are essentially modern. Mathematics, lit- 
erature, geography, Arab c and French are taught. He- 
brew is spoken, but modern words, such as locomotive, 
electricity, ete., have been introduced in Greek form. 
Another interesting feature of Zionistic life is its 
mounted militia. Like all Arabs, most of the colonists 
ride and shoot well. A number of them have been 
formed into an irregular cavalry corps, mounted on 
Arabian horses and armed with magazine rifles. They 
dress in white and make an excellent showing. 

So much for the life of the colonists themeelves. The 
Zionists are now using their utmost endeavors to ob- 
tain from the Sultan a charter guira™tecd by the powe-s, 
which will give them the rights of colonization on a 


Emperor William has indorsed the project, and 
President McKinley has considered the matter at a 
special cabinct meeting. 

The dream of the rehabilitation of the Jewish race as 
a nation is nearer realization than ght seem at first 
glance. It is a great work which the Zicnists are doing,

Le 
it in New York, London or Amsterdam, has absolutely 
nothing in common with i's ancient prototype. What 
is saved from the o'd ruins are the traditions: weird. 
unique and interesting withal, they tend to mark Jew 
from Gentile. 
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In Early Mornirg. 


We will now procced. It is s x lock Monday mornirg 
rather an ecrly hour for you, gentle reader, to be up 
and about, but the ghetto is already alive with its own 
specific noice and bustle. We are cn East Broadway, the 
center of the Russizn disir.ct of New York. It is hot. 
sfocatingly humid and stuffy. The ghetto is vigor’ 
Waly rubbing his eyes, showing ever sign of coming to. 
The little basement groceries with the quaint Hebrew 
signs are doing a rushing business. Here sleepy, un- 
washed females of all ages, in all sorts of dress, or 
rather undress, are fe evishly buying the break est dain- 
ties for their lords and masters, who, in the fourth or 
Sith story above, are getting ready for 4 long days 
work in a‘ near-by sweat-shop. On the next corner—the 
corner of Clinton stre«t, to be more exac!—-a peculiar 
scene will attract and ho'd your attention, and perhaps, 
scenes of misery be pew to you, cause you some un- 
easiness. It often impressed me thus. A long winding 
line of people—men, women and children. The head of 
this line is looking wistfully into the windows of a 
amali store, with a sign in great letters, “Free Ice Dis- 
pensary,” and its tail, almost four blocks away. is push- 
ing, crowding, swearing and fighting for room. Ali 
along the line of march alert policemen with clubs 
ready for active operations. What a picturesque line! 
Here you see the old Russian Jew, silver-haired and be- 
spectacied, who would have been content to die on his 
own native soll had not his only son escaped the Czar's 
army tarracks. Next to him, now doubling up, then 
wildly gesticulating,with the tin pen can erously swing- 
ing oer the heads of his neighbors, is a Gallican Jew, 
Who fates his Russian co-religionists as only a Rou- 
Manian hates both. A gir! of twelve, with big blue eyes 
end pallid chee's, bad by a sidden maneuver super- 
Seded him by hee beads, and the Callican, cursing the 
Hedina (country) that makes the wuipping of a “lady” 
unplessant is the target of good-natured jokes 
On all sides.

clubs, without, nowever, hitting anyone. A ragged boy 
with a washtub big enough to hold 200 pounds of ice.

Thus they stand and wait until 7 o'clock. At that 
time the doors are thrown wide open, and amid curses 
and shrieks and laughter, big chunks of ice ere given 
out and carried away into dark basements and dingy 
top floors, wher? little babies, wither d te o e they could 
bloom. are pitcously begg ng for a cold drink. 


A Fifth-floor Woman. 


Here comes a woman of unceriain age, her bare toes 
sticking out through her sandals that must have seen 
better days. She was lucky this morning in having 
gotten an unusually large piec> of ice. To achieve this 
she rose at five. Now, panting, and stopping every few 
yards, shifting her burden from ore shoulder to another, 
italian fashion, she is returning homeward. Let us 
follow her! She is a type. She lives on the fifth floor 
of a six-story tenement house, in the rear. It is old and 
dirty and badly in needs cf rerairs—this tenement 
house, where fresh air is as rave as good wages. Yet 
for the four small rooms her family occupies she pays 
$17 a month. As we climb with her the rickety stairs 
upon which the san neveishines. a mf€lure of pungent 
odors of everything that is unclean and germ-breeding 
for a moment interferes with our breathing. The 
woman's ascension is a study. The first and second 
floors she passes hurriedly, shamefacedily. Evidently 
She had not lorg been in the habit of holding out her 
bands for gifts of public charity. She'd rather not be 
seen by her more fortunate country people who, rich in 
this world’s goods, pay bigger rent and even own an 
ice chest stocked daily by the Trust. By the time the 
fourth floor is reached her face assumes a mingled ex- 
pression of pity and triumph. She even stops, presum- 
ably to catch her breath, but with the purpose, I very 
much suspect, to be .urrounded, as she is certain to be, 
by her neighb-r’s chile ren, socn joined by their mammas. 
all discussing the bard Ums and commenting upon the 
inck of “some people’ who, even in their misery, seem 
to fare better than the rest. 

Here on the small platt orm, serving as neutral ground 
for the tenants of the came floor (there are four families 
on each,) she will stand an hour at a time, «njoying her 
daily chat. Occasionally she will brush away a tear cr 
two when the aliusions to hard times or a loss in the 
family, no matter how remcte, will make it imperative; 
a sarcastic interchange of v.ews upon the trumped-up 
dignities of other t nants, rather insinuating remarks 
about one woman's husband and arother man's wife— 
here ycu have a fair ;roauct'on in mn ature of another 
function known in beiter society as “five o'clock teas.”

Three Causes of Dread. 


All these hours she had partaken of no breakfast, 
save a bite from the kicking Bennie's roll, or a sip 
from lke's cup, all the while cursing in an absent- 
minded way the Medina, Columbus and the landlord. 
For there ere three things she fears most, next to death 
itself: strikes, e‘ections and “dispcessessor.” The first 
occurring with a dangerous regularity, reduced her to 
the state when free ice in summer and free coal in win- 
ter, if she be lucky to get them, play an important part 
in her daily existence. The second is her husband's 
weak point, for with the passion of his race, he, with 
a heart yearning for something to fill the gap left by 
blichted ambitions and forlorn hopes, takes to politics, 
as if the destinies of his ward, district, State and coun- 
try depended upon his sanction or coéperation. The 
last of the three calamities is often the sequence of the 
first two, and marks the closing chapter in the trip 
down the social ladder out of “which abyss misery sel- 
doms crawls on its own haunche’. To Le “dispossessed,” 
to see one's chaira and tables and stove and pictures 
piled up on the sidewalk, with the rain, like as not, 
washing away their last bit of polish, to suffer kindly 
neighbors to drop their pennies into a plate, is the 
acme of disgrace in the ghetto. 

At 1 o'clock she bethinks herself of the children some- 
wher> in the gutter on this or an adjacent block. With 
her head out of the window she begins the daily call 
for Ike, Bennie and Raghel, which melodious outpour- 
ings melting into the similar triils of her next-door 
neighbor, though pitebed in a different key. make 4 
concert that only the ghetto can justly lay claim to. 
The children at lost are gathered into the fold, dirty, 
ragged, tired, hungry and happy, each with his owe 
tale of woe, each with his own adventure. 


Diversion at the Dispensary. 


With the children fed and out again, comes the hour 
when she feels she neods recreation and divertisement. 
shopping tours or carriage rides through shady parka 
are not for her. In her wildest dreams she never 
climbed quite so lofty an eminence of success. But 
she can and does take her baby into the dispensary, 
relying upon the fact that, if it is not sick, it must Le 
or is going to be. There, if she cannot pay the 10 cents, 
she will be admitted without it. During the fong wait 
for her tufn, and efter it, she meets most of her pres- 
ent and old neightors, ani enjoys her little gossiping 
and her airing of grievances until it ia time to rush 
home, always in a tremendous hurry, to prepare supper 
for “him” who toils in the sweat of his brow. And 
when night comes, and “he” had not found the gruel 
particularly bad, nor the meat to tough. when “he” 
brought no news of impending strikes and the “jirst” 
be not too dangerously near, she trots out her whole 
brood to the stoop, takes up as much of it as she pos- 
sibly can, and sits there in a futile effort to get some 
fresh air, till the night has traveled along quite a dis- 
tance. and Ike and Bennie, with a ms entwined, sleep 
the sleep of angels, their bare heads resting upon the 
Stone, and she herself drowsy and tired and senti- 
mental, for the thousandth time relates to her halt ;- 
sleepy neighber how good Icoking she had been be- 
fore,” how “he” made love to her, and what beautiful 
air casties they had built that nevir caw the light of 
reality. And as you lock at her, fat or emaciated, but 
kind-faced and tender, with the bloom of her cheeks 
faded before their time, with no ambition to lighten 
hor burden, save the dream to make a doctor or a 
lawyer of her Ike and her Bennie, respectively, you 
come very near understanding why her grandmother 
lived in countries and under conditions far worse even 
than hers, why her ancestors “stuck it out,” what gave 


Different, but Alike. 


From her to the woman on the first floor, who wears 
diamond ear-rings and bracelets all“ hours of the day 
and night, who cannot put enough of lace on a baby 
frock nor enough guudy ribbon on her own gown, Is 
but one step. Bath have the stamp of ages of Russian 
intolerance clearly cut upon their brows. Both are 
superstitious, kind, hospitable, gorzsipy, extremely lazy 
and extremely busy. Both are types. The difference 
is, one’s husband is a “sweater,” the other is the 
“sweated.” If our heroine reaches that stage, if ever 
her husband will give up ‘his politics and his Zionism, 
and, by a turn of the wheel, move into the first floor, 
she will just as grandly frown upon those who rise at 
5 o'clock to get a bigger picce of free ice, while she 
can borrow of the morning what hours she gave tr 
the gayeties of the night. Only their children—given 
different opportunities in life, some selling extras on 
Park Row, others reaping the benefits of good school 
ing—will present to the observer two distinct types, 
which at that stage will no longer be types of the 
ghetto, but rather of the types of the rich «nd poor as 
you see them da ly in colleges and factories, art gale 
leries and sweat shops.

Noticing two tents in the distance, Knobel left his 
companions and rode off sione to res who were the oc- 
cupants of the tents. Pulling aside the flap of the first 
one, he saw a bundle of children’s clothing and several 
women's garments. As he withdrew and was about to 
turn around his gaze fell upon a man leaving the other 
tent, whom he recognized as Jefferson Davis. A sharp 
halt! and the head of the Confederacy knew that his 
flight was ended. Discharging his musket as a signal to 
his comiades, the young cavalryman advanced, and, 
placing his hinds on the rebel ch es shoulder, told him 
he was a prisoner.

and through them the planet and satellite pass aceu- 
rately. The second dial is of the oriinary lock, The 
third is a 24-hour dial. The fourth is one having 
three hands, which mark respectively the day, the 
month and the we k of the seir. Inside the clock are 
located the thirty figures which pass every half hour 
before an opening above the dials. Here are repre- 
sented every president from Wash'nzton down to Me— 
Kinley. The otheis are ficures of Uncie Sam, Dewey, 
Franklin, Columbus, Colombia and an Indian. The 
clock rivals the Strasburg wonder and has thus far 
cost the maker $4000. It is operated by five 60-pound 
weights and will run eight days without winding.~

Parkman has prepared the way for historical enjoyment 
of the novel. While using the historical background as 
a picturesque motif, in this story, a number of cele- 
brated characters are seen in a somewhat obscure light. 
Count Fontenac is among the number. The hero, Denys 
Norman Guyon, who tells the tale, confes es in the frst 
chapter his dawning realization that he was better fitted 
for the sword than for a Recollect missionary. 

The heroine, “A Daughter cf New France,” was in her 
infancy a captive of the Indian allies of the French. 
and was bartered for a draught of brandy to the pare us 
ot Norman. That redoubtable youth came to the aid 
of Sieur de Cadillac in a brawl, and the two young men 
became friends. Cadillac married Therese, the sister, 
and the two brothers were inseparable in their adven- 
tures, which included the siege of Fort Frontenac by 
Sir William Phipps, the representative buccaneer of 
heir Majesties, William and Mary of England. The 
chronicle of combats and maneuvers enters into the 
theme. The growth of devotion and fidelity between 

Norman and Barbe is told with commendable reticence. 
The story has the semblance of truth. There are chap- 
ters of War as they occurred in the crisis of the time 
in its periods of culmination and overthrow, but the 
record is less sanguinary than many of. the present 
trend of semi-historic tales. 

The character of Barbe will endear it to many who 
like the old-fashioned flowers of a wayside garden. 
While the book may not rank as a great novel, it is one 
which may be read in the homes of both France and 
America, for its style and construction and the interest 
of its plot.

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HE DOMESTIC-HELP QUESTION. 


The latest development in the line 
ef organized labor comes—natural.y— 
from Chicago. A dispatch from that 
city announces that union labor is to 
take a hand in the servant-gir!l prob- 
lem there. It has been decided by 
the local branch of the Woman's In- 
ternational Labor League, to start a 
vigorous crusade for the organization 
of the thousands of girls whose work 
is in the homes of Chicego. 

The announcement of the league 
decision was made on th: floor of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor, by Mises 
Sophia Becker of the Shoe Stitchers’ 
Union, and was received with applause 


by delegates to the assembly. Miss 
r told the delegates in the fed- 
erati hat committees have been ap- 


pointed, and that the worl: of organiz- 
ing the union would bezin at once. 
The ution will announce a regular 
scale of wages. An eight-hour day will 
be declared in vogue, with extra pay 
for hoildays and 6¥ertime. The num- 
ber of afternoons Which each servant 
girl may have for recreation each week 
also will be stipulated. 

If this programme goes into effect, 
it will make ‘his :ervant-gir! qi estion 
in the United State or the question 
of “domestic help” we ought perhaps 
to say—a still more difficult one, and 
it is a hard enough hut at present, to 
judge from the complaints that are 
heard whenever a few of our female 
triends, who happen also to be ouse- 
holders, get tdégether for à heart-to- 
heart talk. The housekeepers of 
America are now likely to be strongly in 
favor of the immigration of Chinese 
and Japanese, or of any kind of people 
that 80 not consider it beneath them 
to perform household duties for a fair 
rate wages. 

The question of domestic service, and 
of why girls prefer to work long hours 
in stores for about half what they 
would receive in a family, taking the 
„ard into consideration, has been 
thrashed over myriads of times, both 
in the United States and in Eneiand, 
during the past half-century, but a 
solution of the provlem appears to be 
no nearer in sight. There is much to 
be said on both sides of the question. 
In this country, especially, where every 
man and woman realizes the posrsibil- 
ity, and usually indulges in the hope 
of rising to a higher station in life, it 
will always be difficult to induce na- 
tive-born girls of any spirit to enter 
domestic service, go long as that means 
of gaining a living is more or less 
looked down upon, and that such is the 
case, even in this country, where we 
are all—more or less—equal, cannot 
truthfully be denied. Again, while it 
is true that wages for domestic service 
are much higher in the United States 
than in England, on the other hand a 
girl is here expected to do about twice 
as much work as she does there, while 
at the same time her position is not so 
Clearly defined ag it is in the old coun- 
try, where all these things are regu- 
lated by the unwritten law that has 
been in force for centuries, Conse- 
quentiy, unless the mistress is pos- 
sessed of more than an average amount 
of tact and consideration, there is cer- 
tain to be some ffiction between em- 
ployer and employé, and consequently 
dissatisfaction on both sides. 

It some Of our heavy-brained social re- 
formers, who propose to make every 
man a capitalist, and four-bits worth 
a dollar, would turn a little of their 
gigantic intellects toward solving the 
probiem of domestic help, they ond 
accomplish more good than they are 
likely to in their present channels 

endeavor. 


A TRANSPORTATION IDEA. 


With the general introduction of 
the automobile, for purposes of pleas- 
ure and business, it is somewhat sur- 
prising that, so far, little or no use 
has been made of it for general trans- 
portation purposes. The earliest means 
of conveyance for the general public 
in cities, at low rates of fare, was the 
omnibus, which ts still largely used in 
many of the European cities, including 
London. This was followed by the 
horse car, and later by the cable and 
electric cars, all of which methods of 
transportation have some drawbacks, 
especially the overhead trolley car, 
with its unsightly poles, and sometimes 
dangerous overhead wires. 

Now that Edison is said to have per- 
fected an improved storage battery for 
automobiles, which will greatly reduce 
the weight to be carried, and at the 
same time materially lessen the cost 
of propulsion, there seems to be an ex- 
cellent opening for the introduction of 
automobile “busses” for the carrying 
of passengers in cities. There would 
de many advantages in such a sys. 
tem, both to the traveler and the pro- 
prietor of the vehicles. They could be 
run at regular intervals of time, Ike 
a car line, and it might be arranged 
to run them mainiy over streets that 
are not yet provided with street-car ac- 
commodations. There would be no 
necessity for making a bitter fight 
against opposing interests to obtain a 


franchise from a city Council, no rights 


of way to be acquired, and no vexa- 
Afous restriétions about the using of 
blocks of a street. The route 
travel could be changed at a mo- 
ment's notice, and each vehicle would 
carry its own power-house along with 
it. An individual might own and run 
vuch a conveyance, or a company might 
be formed to own a hundred or more. 
It would, in any cape, be impossible 
to monopolize the traffic, any more 
than it is to monopolize the ocean, un- 
less, indeed, the existing  street-car 
systems should combine to induce a 
Council to frame restrictive legislation 
on the subject: but the citizens would 
scarcely stand for“ that sort of thing. 

It certainly looks as if a line of au- 
tomobile busses would be 4 good thing, 
both for the traveling publſe and the 
owners of them, and would at the 
same time help to keep the-street-car 
companies in a reasonable frame of 


mind, 


HICKENS, AND THINGS. 

In the Police Court yesterday « 

man was fined five dollars for allowing 
his chickens to run at large and on 
property belonging to one of his neigh- 
bors, in violation of the city ordinance 
made and provided for cases of the 
kind. The owner of the chickens paid 
the fine under protest, holding that 
“the chickens, did nobody any harm.” 
and that his arrest was “a piece of 
spitework.”’ 
It is a fact worth noting, en passant, 
that in the opinion of owners of pre- 
datory fowls and other varmints, such 
animals never do any harm. It ts aleo 
a noteworthy fact that the persons 
upon ‘whore premises the tréspasses 
eur seldom concur in this view of 
the matter, but. hold that even one 
indust:ious healthy hen can do more 
damage in a garden. in a given length 
of time, than would be done by a 
whole troom of cevalry, with several 
companics of infantry thrown in. 

Neighborhood quarrels are, unfortu- 
nately, of common occurrence, and 
they often lead to most deplorable 
consequences. When curious 
statistician or soctologist starts in to 
e imerate and classify the various 
causes of neighbérhood bickerings and 
heartburnings, he win very soon run 
up against the cold preposition that of 
the neighborhood quarrels that break 
out.“ minety-nine out of every hun- 
dred are caused ty chickens—those in- 
necent-appearing littic bipeds that. in 
the opinion of their owners, “do nobody 
any harm.” 

u disturber of society, both urban 
and rural, it is perfectly safe to say 
that the chicken has no equal. Cats 
and dogs and other dome tie appur- 
tenances, of course, come in tor a 
share of the blame; but their share of 
responsibility is so small, in compart- 
son to that of the plain chicken of 
commerce, that it is in point of fact 
@ regligible quantity. Chickens have 
caused and are causing, not only neigh- 
borhood ructions without end, but 
about all the crimes in the calendar. 
Yet people who think that they “do 
nobody any harm,” go on keeping 
them year after year, at a pecuniary 
loss to themrelves, and reemirgly for 
no other purpose than that cf afford- 
ing their neighbors outdoor exercise 
and diversion, and edding their due 
and proper quota to the gayety of na- 
tions. 

Here is a suggestion, which ts offered 
for what it is worth—no more. no leas: 
The city of Los Angeles is “hard up.“ 
financially—chronically and  deplor- 
ably to. The city of Los Angeles has 
on ita statute books an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the running at large of chick- 
ens, with appropriate fines and penal- 
ties for the violation of the ordinance. 


The Police Court justice of the city 
of Los Angeles—itke a Daniel come to 
judgment-—has demonstrated that ‘bis 
ordinance is not a dead tetter, but 
that, on the contrary, it is a revenue- 
producer if duly enforced. 

Here, then, is a possible key to ihe 

solution of the city revenue quesrtior-- 
the festive fowl of commerce; he fn- 
vorite chicken-bone of seighborne sd 
contentions; the a/!l-pervasive viped 
that does no one any harm.” Let 
the chicken ordinance de enforved; 
not in a jax, half-heartel, tentative 
manner, but with Spartan vigor and 
rigor. Let fines ranging fron. 35 up to 
the limit be levied against and col- 
lected from.every owner of chickens, 
within the torporate limits of the city, 
who allows his fowls to trespars upon 
other people's property, as violation 
of the ordinance and in defiance of 
the majesty of the law. 
We have not at hand, conveniently 
for compilation, full statistics bearing 
upon this subject; but we feel war- 
ranted in expressing the opinion that 
if a fine of even five dollars per 
chicken were posed upon each and 
every owner of chickens that are al- 
lowed to trespass upon property 44. 
joining that of their owners, the ag- 
gregate amount realized would be suf- 
ficient, not only to tt the municti- 
pality out of the financial slough of 
despond in which it is at present 
floundering. but to pay for many 
needed public improvements. Perhaps 
it is not too much to say that the 
much-needed new sewer system could 
be bulit out of this fund, to say noth- 
ing of a new library building and 
Sycamore Grove. And possibly, when 
the time comes for “taking over“ the 
water plant, the city might find itself 
in possession of enough ready money 
(if Justice Morgan does his full duty 
in enforcing the chicken ordinance) 
to pay for the same without the neces- 
sity of iesuing bonds. Thus a problem 
too tough for the statesmanship of 
the City Council and too knotty for 
the legal acumen of the city’s law de- 
partment would have been solved 
quicker’'n you could say “Shoo!” to a 
hen. 

All these possibilities and contin- 
gencies are worth considering. That 
this new source of municipal revenue 
may be made to yield large financial 
returns there cannot be the slightest 
doubt: for nearly every resident of the 
city—with the possible exception of 
those living in the Hollenbeck, the 
Van Nuys and the City Hall—keeps 
chickens. And nobody, so far.as The 
Times is aware. has ever, thought of 
obeying the ordinance which prohibits 
their running at large. 

Now that the ball has been started. 
let it be kept rolling. Justice Morgan 
will be expected to do his full duty in 
the premises without fear or favor.

There is 
nothing remarkable about the fact that 
they died, but rather in the fact that 
they could get away with such an im- 
mense quantity of this stuff before 
they turned up their toes. Nor is it, 
probably, any particular oss to the 
State of Iowa, or to the worid at large, 
that these two exceptional human hogs 
came to an untimely end. The inci- 
dent is only mentioned for the purpose 
of calling attention to the fact that an 
immense amount of unwholesome stim- 
ulants is consumed. either wittingly 
or unwittingly, by people who are sup- 
posed to be total abstainers from the 
consumption of sicoholi¢ bevereg: s. 
Recently an item was going the rounds 
of the press which told how the con- 
sumption of Jamaico ginger had in- 
creased immensely in some Raster 
prohibition sections. Many other stim- 
Wlating and more or en intoxicat-. 
ing beverages are consumed by people 
who are unable to obtain, or unwilling 
to drink wine, or beer, or spirits. Most 
of the ditters, co largely consumed 
in this country, are principally com- 
posed of a poor grade of alcohol, with 
some flavoring or medication added. A 
so-called catarrh remedy, which has 
been widely advertised throughout the 
country during the past year, with 
stories of remarkable cures, i said to 
consist simply of a poor grade of 
whisky. with the addition of a littie 
medicinal matter. It is said that car- 
loads of this remedy are being sold in 
some of the prohibition sections of the 
country. Ever the se-caled ten- 
perance beverages often contain a 
considerable amount of alcohol. About 
twenty years ago there was a tem- 
perance bitters which became very 
popular in California. It contained over 
5 per cent. of alcohol. In Los Ange- 
les there is sold, as a temperance ber- 
erage, an orange wine, which By actual 
test contains 17 per cent. of alcohol, 
as compared with ll per cent. in an 
ordinary table claret. ‘ 
Conscientious and consisient prohibi- 
tionists could employ their cnérgies to 
advantage in an effort to restrict the 
sale of strong alcoholic beverages, un- 
der the guise of medicines, at drug
